HPPC: HIV 
causes AIDS

|1| hen a government panel 
Sffljf charged with slowing the 
m spread of HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS, puts out a statement say¬ 
ing that HIV causes AIDS, on the sur¬ 
face it may appear to be an exercise in 
redundancy. 

Most AIDS experts on a local level 
have for years simply ignored so-called 
HIV dissidents in the hope that in 
time the small fringe movement would 
go away. 

But since gaining an audience ear¬ 
lier this year from South Africa Presi¬ 
dent Thabo Mbeki - who gave cre¬ 
dence to the question of whether HIV 
is in fact the cause of AIDS by ap¬ 
pointing several U.S. dissidents to a 
new presidential advisory panel on 
AIDS - the small HIV denialist move¬ 
ment has been galvanized into more 
aggressive action both internationally 
and on the domestic front. 

Last week, the San Francisco HIV 
Prevention Planning Council, which 
prioritizes local HIV prevention ef¬ 
forts, decided it was finally time to take 
a stand. Calling the dissidents’ central 
message that HIV does not cause AIDS 
“anti-science mythology,” the council 
joined an increasing chorus of front¬ 
line AIDS workers and scientists who 
are speaking out 
publicly, by 
adopting a letter 
that states HIV 
causes AIDS. 

Steven Tier¬

Public Health Steven Tierney 

and a co-chair of - 

the HPPC, said that he hopes the coun¬ 
cil’s statement will be the “beginning of 
a continued discussion of the issue.” 

“Prior to this time, it was like, ‘It’s 
controversial and inflammatory and so 
let’s not discuss it,”’ Tierney said. “I think 
it goes to the basic premise of why we 
have an HPPC, which is to decrease the 
number of new infections in the city.”

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Texas court overturns sodomy law

T exas Governor George W. Bush has one 
less legal reason to hate us, thanks to a 
decision by the state’s appellate court 
last week that overturned the consensual 
sodomy law. 

The public may remember when, in that 
great state that gives guns to kids and exe¬ 
cutes gay people for having bad attorneys, 
Houston police in 1998 entered an apart¬ 
ment and arrested two men engaged in a pri¬ 
vate sexual act. Although the officers, re¬ 
sponding to a false report of an intruder, 
found John Lawrence and Tyron Garner hav¬ 
ing sex in Lawrence’s own home, they held 
the pair for 24 hours, charged them under 
Texas’ “Homosexual Conduct” law, and re¬ 
leased them on $200 bond each. The men 
pleaded “no contest” in criminal court, and 
the Lambda Legal Defense and Education 
Fund represented them in their appeal. 

In a 2-1 majority opinion issued last 
Thursday, June 8, the Texas Court of Appeals 
struck down the sodomy law on the grounds 
that it violates the Equal Rights Amendment 
of the Texas Constitution by discriminating 
solely on the basis of a person’s sex. 

“The simple fact is, the same behavior is 
criminal for some but not for others,” Justice 
John S. Anderson wrote. “Moreover, it does 
not follow that simply because the Texas Leg¬ 


islature has enacted as law what may be the 
moral choice of the majority, the courts are, 
thereafter, bound to acquiesce. Our Consti¬ 
tution does not protect morality; it does, 
however, guarantee equality to all persons 
under the law.” 

Lambda attorneys at the organization’s 
New York headquarters were excited about 
the decision, calling it an “end to second-class 
citizenship,” and pointing out its far-reach¬ 
ing consequences for issues like job discrim¬ 
ination and gay parenting. 

“The Texas law was notorious in its use to 
justify employment discrimination, custody 
decisions, and other anti-gay harms,” Lamb¬ 
da staff attorney Suzanne Goldberg told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Because lesbians and gays were legally 
considered “criminals,” that criminal activity 
was often used to challenge parenting and job 
abilities. Lambda in fact years ago represent¬ 
ed a lesbian who was denied a spot on the po¬ 
lice force because she was a “criminal.” 

The Texas sodomy law has been on the 
books since 1860, but the state decriminal¬ 
ized sodomy between opposite-sex couples in 
1974. Last week’s court decision leaves just 
three states with gay-specific laws against 
sodomy; 12 more states prohibit the act for 
heterosexuals as well. 

While the battle isn’t over - the prosecut¬ 
ing attorney has said he plans to appeal the 
decision to the higher appellate court - Gold¬ 


berg said Lambda was prepared to fight. 

“The court’s decision was very clear: the 
Texas ‘Homosexual Conduct’ law draws a line 
based on sex by criminalizing the acts of only 
some people,” said Goldberg. “The bottom 
line is these men never would have been ar¬ 
rested and prosecuted had they been a man 
and a woman, and that is unconstitutional.” Y 
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covers about 345,000 employees and could 
signal that such benefits will become stan¬ 
dard in corporate America. The three com¬ 
panies issued a joint announcement in De¬ 
troit and were joined by representatives of 
the United Auto Workers. 

The extended coverage will begin August 
1. Eligible employees can apply to get med¬ 
ical, dental, and prescription benefits for 
their same-sex partners. The policy does not 
cover domestic partners of heterosexual cou¬ 
ples or current re¬ 
tirees, although 
workers and their 
partners who re¬ 
ceive the benefits 
will keep them after 
the workers retire. 

San Francisco 
activist Jeff Sheehy, 
with Equal Benefits 
Advocates, praised 
the decision. EBA 
was formed several 
years ago in re¬ 
sponse to United ~~ 

Airlines’ court battle with the city’s landmark 
equal benefit ordinance. That law requires 
companies doing business with the city to 
offer benefits to domestic partners of em¬ 
ployees if those benefits are offered to em¬ 
ployees’ spouses. 

“I do think that the victory with United 
and the airlines really started a trend,” Shee¬ 
hy told the Bay Area Reporter. “We as a com¬ 
munity signaled that this is what we want 
and what we’re fighting for and that is being 
communicated to corporate America.” 

“This is a landmark announcement,” said

Fed court tosses fundie lawsuit against city

L isten up, bigots: when city 
officials criticize your trans¬ 
parent schemes, it doesn’t vi¬ 
olate your precious First Amend¬ 
ment rights. 

That, in essence, was the deci¬ 
sion handed down from the Fed¬ 
eral District Court for the North¬ 
ern District of California last 
week, dismissing a lawsuit 
brought by the American Family 
Association last year against the 
city of San Francisco and Supervi¬ 
sor Leslie Katz. 

The AFA - champions of the na¬ 
tionally distributed conversion ther¬ 
apy advertisements that tried to con¬ 


vince lesbians to change their sinful 
ways by marrying gay men - sued 
the city after Katz requested that the 
Board of Supervisors write a letter to 
several conservative leaders de¬ 
nouncing their anti-gay rhetoric. 

The AFA claimed that the let¬ 
ters - sent to Newt Gingrich, Trent 
Lott, Jesse Helms, and a host of re¬ 
ligious right organizations - vio¬ 
lated their First Amendment guar¬ 
antees of free speech. The federal 
court, however, disagreed that the 
free speech of city officials threat¬ 
ened the booming industry of 
hate speech. 

“I certainly feel vindicated by 
the court’s decision,” Katz said in a 
statement. 

“However, our first and most 


significant victory came when Jerry 
Falwell and the religious right rec¬ 
ognized that their own rhetoric 
was destructive and needed to 
change,” said Katz, referring to the 
historic meeting between Falwell 
and a group of religious gays held 
in Virginia last fall. The gay leaders 
returned to their hometowns after 
convincing Falwell to tone down 
his anti-gay rhetoric. 

Katz was notified of the court’s 
dismissal of the right-wing lawsuit 
last Thursday, June 8. 

“I always felt we had the moral 
high ground,” said Katz, “now we 
have the judicial imprimatur.” 

The AFA, which called the rul¬ 
ing, “stunning,” has vowed to ap¬

Group alleges Pride festival bias

J ust when you thought the 
storm had calmed for the 
San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, and Transgender Pride 
Parade and Celebration Commit¬ 
tee Inc., a group of performers 
and activists this week challenged 
the committee for what has be¬ 
come a common practice of large 
gay establishments: headlining 
and highlighting heterosexuals. 

At a Monday, June 12 news con¬ 
ference, the group accused the Pride 
Committee of using most of its en¬ 
tertainment funds to entice non-local 
heterosexuals, leaving no money and 
no publicity for performers who are 
local and actually representative of 
queer communities. 

“In San Francisco, tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars are available to pay 
entertainers,” said a statement is¬ 
sued by the group, which included 
performers Pansy Division, LZ 
Love, Joan Jett-Blaldc, and producer 
Robin Tyler. Supporters joining the 
group included local activists Ken 
McPherson and Hydie Downard. 

“Ironically and outrageously, 
most money for this ‘queer’ event 
appears to be budgeted for het¬ 
erosexual performers who don’t 
live in San Francisco,” the group’s 
statement continued. “As these 
substantial fees are paid, local gay 
performers have been asked to 
perform for free. Though Pride 


event producers say local enter¬ 
tainers receive ‘exposure,’ only 
paid entertainers are mentioned 
in promotional advertising.” 

As usual, the Pride committee 
tells quite a different story. 

“We are only paying about half 
a dozen performers and quite 
frankly it’s not a lot,” Teddy With- 
erington, executive director of 
Pride, told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Additionally, we always ask all 
performers - big and small - to 
donate their talent, and we’ve 
been successful in the past. [Previ¬ 
ous Pride headliners] Chum- 
bawamba and Joan Baez, for in¬ 
stance, both donated their ser¬ 
vices. But as more Pride events 
emerge and there is more to com¬ 
pete with, we find that we some¬ 
times must offer a sum to cover 


traveling expenses and hotels of 
performers. And it’s not a gay or a 
straight thing. We’re covering ex¬ 
penses of queer artists as well.” 

Within the group of dissenters, 
said Witherington, only LZ Love 
was invited and scheduled to play 
at this year’s festival. But Wither¬ 
ington also said that the Pride 
Committee would address the issue 
with those who are disenchanted. 

“It’s really not a confrontation¬ 
al issue for us, we’ve always want¬ 
ed to hear from people. But being 
the dysfunctional queer commu¬ 
nity that we are these things start 
out with shouting, then we do 
what always do, we sit down and 
respectfully work stuff out.” 

“We want to put on the event 
the community expects of us,” 
Witherington added. V

nonprofit, volunteers will also re¬ 
ceive a limited edition Pink Satur¬

TG task force meets

T he first meeting of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s newly-minted Trans¬ 
gender Civil Rights Imple¬ 
mentation Task Force, convened 
by Supervisor Mark Leno on June 
1 at City Flail, was largely domi¬ 
nated by housekeeping duties, in¬ 
cluding adoption of bylaws, cre¬ 
ation of subcommittees, and elec¬ 
tion of interim co-chairs. 

But the 17-member task force is 
charged with overseeing the imple¬ 
mentation of a series of sweeping 
anti-discrimination recommenda¬ 
tions contained in a 1994 report 
from the city’s Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, and the group has wasted 
no time getting down to work. 

Since the first meeting, the task 
force has sent a letter to state sen¬ 
ators, urging passage of AB2142, a 
bill already passed by the state As¬ 
sembly that would outlaw dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of gender 
identity in the areas of employ¬ 
ment and housing. Assuming pas¬ 


sage in the Senate, the task force is 
also urging the governor’s signa¬ 
ture on the bill - a much more ten¬ 
uous proposal. 

The legislation which char¬ 
tered the task force, authored by 
Leno, established the advisory 
group for two years. 

Longtime transgender activists 
Dominique Rosa Leslie and Mar¬ 
cus Arana, a staff member of the 
HRC, were selected by the task 


force to serve as interim co-chairs, 
initially for a three-month period. 

Staffed by Leno’s office, the en¬ 
tire task force will hold regular pub¬ 
lic meetings in City Hall on the first 
Thursday of each month at 5:30 
p.m. Six standing subcommittees 
also will meet monthly: employ¬ 
ment; education, outreach, and 
community relations; law enforce¬ 
ment and hate crimes; public and

Buy a toilet , help 
shower the homeless

j t’s a creative twist on charitable 
| giving, but hey, it’s a win-win 
I for both homeowners and the 
homeless. 

This Saturday, June 17, San 
Franciscans who own a single¬ 
family home or apartment build¬ 
ing - or their authorized agents - 
and buy a brand new ultra low- 
flow toilet will be blessed with the 
satisfaction of a Good Samaritan 
every time they flush. These fortu¬ 
nate folks will rest easy in the 
comfort of their bathroom, know¬ 
ing that a portion of the purchase 
price helped provide a critical 
fresh start for homeless people - 
simply by giving them a good, hot 
shower. 

Part of a program from the 
city’s Water Department, the toi¬ 
lets use only 1.6 gallons per flush 
and will be sold for $10 each at the 
Fire Department Training Center, 
at 19th and Folsom streets from 8 
a.m. to 2 p.m. on Saturday only. 

In exchange for helping the 
Water Department, the Metropol¬ 
itan Community Church-San 
Francisco will receive funds for 


every toilet sold to help support 
the church’s “Shower Program,” 
which opens up the showers at 
Mission High School for homeless 
people every weekend morning. 

“After a hot shower, they all feel 
like success stories,” said Elba 
Montes, coordinator for MCCSF’s 
shower program. 

All toilets will be in standard 
white, have a “rough-in” of 12 
inches, and come with a five-year 
warranty and step-by-step in¬ 
structions in Spanish, Chinese, 
and English. 

And whether you live in Pacif¬ 
ic Heights or get your mail 
through General Delivery, the 
partnership between MCCSF and 
the Water Department will help 
conserve water to ensure that 
everyone will be able to take a 
shower in years to come. Accord¬ 
ing to the department, those who 
buy the toilet usually save about 
$90 a year on their water and 
sewer bills.

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We are families 


O ur “friends” over at the San Francisco 
Chronicle seem to have taken a plunge 
off the mountain of tolerance, judging 
by an editorial Monday entitled “Not the 
Marrying Kind,” which lamented the demise 
of the two-parent, heterosexual household 
in a recent survey that showed men and 
women in their 20s have two priorities: fi¬ 
nancial success and postponing marriage 
indefinitely. 

“... Nonetheless, the trend toward casu¬ 
al sex, and as the study found, having chil¬ 
dren outside of marriage, has disturbing im¬ 
plications about the future of the tradition¬ 
al families and the value of two-parent 
households with regard to rearing children.” 
the editorial read. 

What? 

That’s right! The Chronicle - which this 
year editorialized against the anti-gay 
Proposition 22 and has spent a lot of money 
to be the major media sponsor of next 
weekend’s Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and 
Transgender Pride Parade and Celebration 
- has apparently settled for outdated beliefs 
when it comes to the family unit. 

Just recently, the conservative U.S. 
Supreme Court acknowledged the changing 
family dynamic under way in America 
today, with its level-headed ruling concern¬ 
ing grandparents’ rights. Yet the largest daily 
newspaper in the gay mecca sees fit to wax 
eloquent about the so-called traditional 
family (read: a dad, a mom, and 2.5 kids) 
when in fact, families are rapidly changing. 

In just the last few years, more and more 
lesbians and gays are rearing children, and 
more and more transgender people are 
coming out and establishing new relation¬ 
ships with their children from a heterosex¬ 
ual marriage. In fact, the LGBT family has 
become common enough to spawn its own 
cottage industry, complete with a glossy 
magazine and numerous organizations. 
Groups like the Alternative Family Project 
and Children of Lesbians and Gays Every¬ 
where have numerous support groups for 
kids of LGBT parents so that they can han¬ 
dle the often-present teasing at school and 
other homophobic and transphobic inci¬ 
dents that occur as they try to live their lives 
in a society that, while changing, keeps 
clinging to hateful and intolerant beliefs 
such as “LGBT people shouldn’t be par¬ 
ents.” 

While not all of us want “marriage” or a 
“family” in the so-called traditional sense, 
we as a community have become far more 
accustomed to those in the community who 
are breaking the long-standing “rules” of 
what it means to be a family. 

The term “family” is becoming broader, 
whether it be extended families and relatives 
who raise children, or LGBT families who 
have children. For a major newspaper in one 


of the most diverse regions in the country 
to not see that is an oversight that needs cor¬ 
recting. 

Speaking of correcting oversights, the 
Big Three automakers last week announced 
that, beginning August 1, they will 
offer health benefits to domestic 
partners of same-sex employees. 

The move is major in that it , 
proves domestic partner benefits 
are fast becoming part of corpo¬ 
rate America and that’s a good 
thing. The announcement by General 
Motors Corporation, Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany, and the Chrysler division 
of DaimlerChrysler AG covers 
about 345,000 employees, 
though only about 1 percent of 
the work force is expected to take advantage 
of the benefits. 

In this increasingly global economy that 
has been booming largely because of the In¬ 
ternet and related high-tech industries, to 
see a “rust belt” industry like the automak¬ 
ers make a substantial move toward equali¬ 
ty for gays and lesbians in the workplace is 
gratifying. 

We also believe that the local fight with 
United Airlines over that company’s initial 
refusal to offer domestic partner benefits in 
compliance with San Francisco law was a 
catalyst for the wave of businesses that have 
agreed to provide the benefits. The highly- 
publicized court fight with United - and the 
unity of the LGBT community around this 
important issue - convinced other compa¬ 


nies to see the writing on the wall, and to re¬ 
alize that offering domestic partner benefits 
makes good business sense. 

Organized labor played a major role in 
the Big Three’s joint decision. The au¬ 
tomakers reached their conclusion based on 
a study asked for by the United Auto Work¬ 
ers, one of the country’s most powerful 
unions. 

In fact, the year 2000 is shaping 
up to be one of the more progressive 
in terms of advancements in equal 
rights for the LGBT communities. In 
other developments in the fight for 
^ equality so far this year, Vermont 
legalized same-sex civil 
unions, and a Texas appeals 
court overturned an archaic 
anti-gay sodomy law. We’re 
still waiting for the Supreme Court to issue 
its ruling in the Boy Scout case, and we’re 
still waiting for California Governor Gray 
Davis to be less of a centrist by signing pro¬ 
gressive, incremental bills that would ex¬ 
pand the state’s domestic partner registry 
to include more rights for same-sex cou¬ 
ples. And, of course, there are new battles 
all the time, from gay-straight alliances in 
public schools to fighting job and parent¬ 
ing discrimination that are both too com¬ 
mon today. 

Still, in this, the week before San Fran¬ 
cisco’s world-famous Pride Parade, while we 
have a lot of work yet to do, we have much 
to celebrate. 

And, yes, we are all families. However 
you define them. ▼ 




Just another Pride Week?

S an Francisco is the first place that I 
have ever lived where the fact that I 
am gay isn’t even particularly inter¬ 
esting. I can just imagine a typical “coming 
out” conversation in this town: 

“Hey, Felicia, I want you to know that 
I’ve come out. I’m gay!” 

“Wow! That’s great, Dan!” 

“Thanks.” 

“Say, did you hear that my girlfriend had 
her left nostril pierced in nine places?” 
“Wow. That’s great!” 

“Yeah, so anyway, I’m so excited: My 
landlord wants to buy me out so she can sell 
the place to some dot-com generation X’er.” 

And so on. It’s easy to downplay, or just 
forget, what it truly means to be gay and 
out. I submit that gay Pride Week is a time 
when you can recapture the joy and exhil¬ 
aration of learning that you can be who 
you are, and that it’s wonderful. But it’s 
also easy to think: God, the parking will be 
horrible. 

A couple of years ago I went back to visit 
my family in Nebraska during a three-day 
weekend. Pretending to be a good Luther¬ 
an, I went to church on Sunday with my 


parents (no, this isn’t some story about 
Christian right-wing homophobia, for 
once). As I entered the sanctuary I noticed 
all of these little American flags sticking 
from the end of each pew. 

“What are these flags for?” I asked my 
mother. 

“For the veterans,” she replied. “It’s 
Memorial Day, remember?” 

The fact that millions of people 
had died for my country had not 
even crossed my mind. It was just 
another three-day weekend: time to 
sleep in, go sailing, maybe paint the 
kitchen. I had forgotten 
that holidays were sup¬ 
posed to mean something. 

The point is, we have a 
whole week here devoted to gay pride, and 
you can make it mean something or you can 
just let it roll by. 

Are you proud to be gay? Or have you 
just accepted it and moved on? 

Six years ago I wasn’t proud to be gay. I 
was terrified. I had become so good at hid¬ 
ing that I couldn’t even find myself any¬ 
more. When I finally emerged from my dark 
closet, I found myself trembling with ex¬ 
citement and relief. It wasn’t just okay to be 
gay, it was great! There was a big, bright 


world where I belonged after all. I wouldn’t 
wish the struggle on anyone, but it was the 
pain of hiding that made coming out feel so 
joyful. 

This week, I hope each of us in the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munities can feel that sense of excitement 
and joy that comes from lovingly embrac¬ 
ing who and what we are. Feel the passion 
and freedom of kissing your 
\ partner on a city sidewalk. Put 
on your best hair and heels and 
go crazy. Speak at a rally. Dance 
at the street fair. 

Don’t forget to thank 
the people who fought to 
make this week possible. 
Many of them live right 
here. Remember those who died from a na¬ 
tion’s indifference to AIDS or of a hate 
crime. Dream of what will be your unique 
contribution to the world. 

Or don’t. It’s a free country. Anyway, you 
can be sure of one thing: you won’t find 
parking. ▼

Pride board’s lack of respect 

With friends like those running the San Francisco 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Pride Parade, our 
community could look long and far and not find en¬ 
emies more offensive. In San Francisco, “Pride” rep¬ 
resents secrecy, corporate greed, disenfranchising the 
poor, and just about everything it is supposed to stand 
against. Words like liberation, justice, fairness, com¬ 
passion and respect have been forgotten. 

Since 1980,1 have helped organize the judges for 
each year’s parade. That will not happen this year. 
The attitude and conduct of those running our pa¬ 
rade is no longer acceptable. I’ve never seen anything 
like it. 

Clearly, what drives the current parade board is its 
quest for corporate dollars. Lombard Street has less 
twists and turns than its process to name parade 
grand marshals. Its actions are about shame. It’s an¬ 
other example in the board’s pattern of disrespect. 

I saw this lack of respect two years ago. In 1998, 
judges were told to report to a viewing area. If noth¬ 
ing else, they were told there would be a place to sit. 

No such luck. There was no viewing area and we were 
told to stand on the street car island at Montgomery 
and Market. 

Last year, it was just as bad. They gave us chairs but 
little else. Material, including the parade lineup, was 
never given to the judges. The judges of the 1999 pa¬ 
rade were treated as an inconvenience. 

Through the years, I’m proud to have worked with 
Bob Cramer, Rikki Streicher, and Larry Eppinette to 
create some standards for those invited to be judges. 

It is no accident that Hector Caceres, Charlotte Cole¬ 
man, Empresses Ginger, Anita, Donna Sachet and, of 
course, the Widow Norton, are among those who have 
judged our community’s parade. 

Many of these judges created the history of our 
community. It is a history you won’t find in Teddy 
Witherington’s 300-page Pride magazine. Gilbert 
Baker is respected enough to be asked to create a mile- 
long rainbow flag in New York. In San Francisco, this 
alleged “official” magazine seems have forgotten the 
creator of the rainbow flag even exists. 

The “official” magazine for San Francisco Pride is 
not about gay liberation and I will tell you it is defi¬ 
nitely not about me. In his magazine he writes about 
“The Power of Freedom.” Should we be surprised to 
learn he defines freedom only as it relates to money? 

I served on that board for 14 years since 1980.1 
have seen divisions, fights, and petty crap and I’ve 



seen the best reflection of our community in the 
world. This current board of directors has become ob¬ 
sessed with goals that are selfish, and that marginalize 
the participation of the full community. 

Teddy Witherington, like others on the board he 
serves, has forgotten more than Gilbert Baker. They 
forgot about the struggle for liberation. Most outra¬ 
geous, they see the hundreds of thousands of us as 
pawns in their money game. 

They don t seem to comprehend our community’s 
right to be respected. It wasn’t given to us. It was 
earned. Until they understand that, their view of gay 
pride will be nothing but a hollow and transparent 
grab for money. In my view these people are a dis¬ 
grace.

Details left out of story 

What meeting was Terry Beswick at? It obviously 
was not the one I attended at 7:30 to 10 p.m. at the 
Page Street Public Library on May 31 [“David Ras- 
nick: The dissident Mbeki called,” June 8].

Dr. Rasnick did, indeed, 
discuss the advice given to South African President 
Mbeki as well as the goings on at the panel discussions 
of the international team of scientists Mbeki has as¬ 
sembled to advise him on what to do about the AIDS 
epidemic in his nation. 

There were a great many details the reporter left 
out in his spree of insulting Rasnick and the dissident 
movement. Why? 

HEAL-SF is not ACT UP/SF. We are an education¬ 
al and support organization for people who do not 
believe blindly that toxic experimental drugs are the 
best treatment course for asymptomatic people with 
HIV. You might actually come to our meetings and 
stay sometime and meet the dozens of long-term, no- 
med survivors. We do not bother attempting to dis¬ 
cuss science with dogmatists and career clingers-on. 
Mr. Beswick did not notice our security people be¬ 
cause they are rather casual, as we have never had any 
kind of interruption or demonstration at our month¬ 
ly meetings. People come, they listen to the speakers, 
ask questions, meet people, ask more questions, and 
make decisions based on all the information out there 
about HIV and AIDS, not just that which people 
whom make careers off HIV and AIDS have filtered 
out. 

Oh, by the way, Mr. Beswick’s characterization of 
Dr. Rasnick: “Rasnick complained bitterly about the 
bias against his theories exhibited by mainstream 
journalists, who still don’t call him enough. ‘Do they 
interview me, or Duesberg?’ he demanded, sneering. 
‘No, they interview Martin Delaney [Project Informs 
founding director], that ‘world authority’ on retro¬ 
viruses and protease inhibitors and clinical trials.’” 

This was taken out of context. Dr. Rasnick was 
remarking on how reporters have a tendency to 
claim that they have attempted to contact him be¬ 
fore writing a story not unlike the biased and pur¬ 
posely deceptive stories the B.A.R. has a tendency to 
publish. His remarks included the fact that he is eas¬ 
ily contacted. After all, if a South African president 
can contact him easily on his cell phope, any im¬ 
partial, unbiased reporter should be able too as well, 
right? You might try some journalism sometime. It 
involves laying aside prejudice and preconception 
and judgment long enough to actually hear what 
people have to say.

Great vocabulary and a big 
thank you for pointing out that AZT and protease in¬ 
hibitors are toxic. Next time you’re in a bookstore, 
look at page 29 of What if Everything You Thought You 
Knew About AIDS Was Wrong by Christine Maggiore. 
See the AZT label? It explicitly states, “Toxic. Toxic by 
inhalation, in contact with skin and if swallowed....” 

Drug companies also admit in their package in¬ 
serts that “long term studies” on most of the protease 
inhibitors (or AZT) “were never done” or were 
stopped because people were dying.and/or experi¬ 
encing excruciating, painful and horrendous side ef¬ 
fects. You can verify this in past issues of the B.A.R. by 
reading HIV Perspective column or the obituaries for 
acknowledgment of this information. Funny how 
these two columns always seem to run side by side. 

Adult gay men are also told how we should be hav¬ 
ing sex. If we make a decision not to put the condom 
on, we’re then spurned and called hateful names. Our 
government and our very own community are chip¬ 
ping away at our intimate personal rights by telling us 
what is the “right” and “wrong” way to have sex. Essen¬ 
tially, gay men have become psychologically bankrupt 
and I do not know how any sensible person can ques¬ 
tion why ACT UP/SF is so angry.

SFAF not perfect, but... 

I am writing in response to your editorial [“Another 
year, another raise,” May 25] which was critical of the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation, the board of directors, 
Board Chair Lonnie Payne, and Executive Director Pat 
Christen. I am writing as a new resident of San Francis¬ 
co, as a gay man who has lost beloved friends to the epi¬ 
demic, and as a SFAF volunteer who is not personally 
acquainted with either Lonnie Payne or Pat Christen. 

I am impressed with the breadth of services offered 
by SFAF. SFAF’s Bulletin of Experimental Treatments for 
AIDS is an outstanding educational resource. I am not 
an expert on SFAF programs and it may be that the 
foundation needs to strengthen its housing programs 
and to open its decision-making process more to com¬ 
munity scrutiny. But you can engage in debate on these 
issues without attacking the board as “spineless” and as 
“out of touch” with people living with HIV/AIDS. 

How much do you know about Lonnie Payne? I 
learned some things about him in the most recent issue 
of SFAF’s OutReach. Lonnie is a gay African American 


man who has been living with HIV for more than 14 
years. Living with HIV/AIDS is a very real experience to 
him everyday. At the recent SFAF leadership awards 
dinner, Lonnie Payne expressed his anger at those who 
say that HIV does not cause AIDS and that AIDS is 
over. In this regard, he has much in common with the 
editorial opinions of this newspaper. Lonnie’s words - 
and his life - inspire me to work harder and to main¬ 
tain hope in battling the pandemic. 

Pat Christen also inspired me with her words at the 
dinner. She recalled the early 1980s in San Francisco 
when this community was scared and isolated but 
leaders here successfully made the case that 
HIV/AIDS was a concern for the nation. She chal¬ 
lenged us all with these words: “If we have any in¬ 
tegrity, we must now make the same case for the 
world. We must be willing to play a forceful role in 
ending the global pandemic as well as our local epi¬ 
demic.” Pat Christen is an important leader in our 
community. Few people could have survived, as she 
has, for 10 years as head of SFAF with the stress, pres¬ 
sure, and unrelenting criticism that go with the job. 

I am not saying that the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation, its board, Lonnie Payne, or Pat Christen are 
perfect. We all need to be challenged to be better by 
the media, community activists, peers, family, friends, 
lovers, etc. But the challenges issued should be con¬ 
structive rather than personal. Until last year, I lived in 
Kansas City where the community is small, support¬ 
ive, and quite effective. Since moving to San Francis¬ 
co I have marveled at what is available to me here as 
a gay man, but I have also been disappointed to see 
the bitter and unnecessary infighting in our commu¬ 
nity. Let’s debate the issues, disagree when we must, 
but let’s also maintain fundamental respect for each 
other as human beings.

SFAF board chair responds 

The Bay Area Reporter is entitled to disagree with the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation’s compensation policy. 
However that does not give you license to misrepresent 
facts or to publish outright myths about the foundation. 

As you well know, the “cut” in Latino services cited 
in your recent editorial [“Another year, another raise,” 
May 25] involved the transfer of a case management 
services contract by the city’s AIDS Office to other or¬ 
ganizations, including the Instituto de La Raza and 
the Mission Neighborhood Health Center. Following 
the transfer, clients continued to receive the same case 
management services they had previously. Not a sin¬ 
gle individual lost services. Even after the transfer, the 
Latino Support Group remained at SFAF, where that 
group continues to meet each week. 

It might better serve the Latino community if you 
reported that virtually all SFAF services and publica¬ 
tions are available in Spanish, that Latinos represent 
13 percent of those receiving direct services from SFAF, 
or that our Web site contains one of the most com¬ 
prehensive Spanish-language sources of information 
about HIV and AIDS available in the United States. All 
this attests to our commitment to serving the Latino 
community. Though the B.A.R. is aware of these ac¬ 
tivities, you consistently choose not to report them. 

Your claims regarding our housing programs are 
equally misinformed. Housing, SFAF’s single largest 
program, grew by more than 32 percent in the past 
year, from $3.4 million to $4.5 million, We have also 
played a leading role in advocating for increased HIV 
housing funding at both the federal and state levels. 

Your description of our $7 million reserve fund is 
also mistaken. Our Board of Directors mandates an 
operating reserve that cannot be used to pay normal 
operating expenses. However, as reported on our 990 
tax returns, these funds totaled $2,652,789. 

The portrayal of this organization as secretive is 
inaccurate. Our 990s, among a host of other data 
about our programs, services and financing, are post¬ 
ed on our Web site. As to the registration requirement 
to attend our public meetings, as you must know from 
your own reporting there are violent individuals in 
our community and foundation staff and guests have 
frequently been their targets. The registration is a se¬ 
curity matter to protect clients, staff, volunteers, and 
other guests attending our meetings from physically 
and verbally abusive individuals. 

SFAF’s continued expansion of services and finan¬ 
cial stability speaks eloquently to this being a well- 
managed organization. That SFAF remains strong at 
a time when so many other AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions are cutting back services owing to financial in¬ 
stability serves to underline this point. 

You may disagree with this assessment, however, it 
would be more ethical and professional to do so based 
on a full airing of the facts rather than a select few bits 
of information that are at best misleading.

Pros predict 
eventual Gore victory

1 U oping to quiet complaints 

' from Democratic Party in¬ 
ti siders that Vice President 
Al Gore’s campaign has been 
adrift since the heated primary 
battles ended, the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Committee has launched a 
15-state, $25 million advertising 
campaign that is designed not 
only to regain the campaign ini¬ 
tiative against Texas Republican 
Governor George W. Bush, but 
will focus on Gore’s effort on hot- 
button issues like Social Security, 
Medicare and prescription drug 
coverage, to list only a few issues. 

The ad campaign will con¬ 
tinue right up until a 
couple of weeks before 
the Democratic National 
Convention opens in Los 
Angeles on August 14 
and as the confab 
nears, the ads likely 
will become more bi¬ 
ographical 
about Gore. 

Though most 
national polls 
show Bush, the expected GOP 
nominee, with a slight lead over 
Gore - last week’s respected 
Zogby/Reuters Poll showed Bush 
leading by a single point, 42 to 41 
percent; a month ago Bush led by 
four points - some now feel that 
the Gore campaign is once again 
gaining momentum, albeit very 
slowly, and indeed, a half dozen 
well-known political scientists 
who have honed and polished the 
art of election forecasting, recent¬ 
ly predicted that Gore will actual¬ 
ly win comfortably in November. 

With five months until the No¬ 
vember 7 election, some election 
forecasters are saying that Gore 
will win with 53 to 60 percent of 
the votes cast on Election Day. 
These academic prognosticators 
have an amazingly good record of 
predicting results months in ad¬ 
vance of the election, and nearly 
all say that the fact that Bush now 
is in the lead means nothing, or as 
Thomas Mann of the Brookings 
Institution, who has written ex¬ 
tensively about election forecast¬ 
ing put it, “polls this early in the 
campaign have a relatively low 
correlation with the fall vote.” 
Others who have correctly pre¬ 
dicted presidential elections in the 
past and who are now predicting 
a Gore win are Michael Lewis- 
Beck of the University of Iowa, 
who in July 1996 predicted Bill 
Clinton would defeat Bob Dole 
four months later with 54.8 per¬ 
cent of the two-party vote (Clin¬ 
ton actually won with 54.7 per¬ 
cent); Thomas Holbrook, a pro¬ 
fessor at the University of Wis¬ 
consin at Milwaukee; Christo¬ 
pher Wlezien of the University of 
Houston (in 1988 he predicted 
then-Vice President George 
Bush’s vote within six-tenths of 
one percent and in 1996 he pre¬ 
dicted Clinton’s win within one- 
tenth of one percent); Alan I. 
Abramowitz of Emory Universi¬ 
ty, who predicts Gore will win 
with 53 or 54 percent of the two- 
party total in November; and 
James E. Campbell of the Uni¬ 
versity of Buffalo. 

Campbell and Holbrook have 
written books on the ability to 
predict elections months in ad¬ 
vance of the actual vote. A recent 
story in the Washington Post 
pointed out the model these fore¬ 


casters use in predicting elections 
results months in advance of the 
election: “each has his own elabo¬ 
rate mathematical model, but they 
share common ingredients: a 
measurement of the health of the 
economy and poll findings on the 
public’s political views; some leave 
it at that, but add other factors, 
such as how Americans are feeling 
about their personal economic sit¬ 
uations. And different forecasting 
models use different measure¬ 
ments of the economy and of 
public opinion, taken at different 
times from about now through 
Labor Day.” 

The Post further noted that all 
of them use elaborate higher 
mathematics to come up 
with predictions of the 
share of the two-party 
vote that the candi¬ 
date of the incum¬ 
bent party will re¬ 
ceive in November. 
Five of the best known 
forecasters (measured 
by their 
records) say 
that as of 
today, Gore 
can be expected to win the No¬ 
vember 7 election, and all agreed 
that third-party candidates have 
no real impact on their models, 
and history seems to bear them 
out on this. All of the prognosti¬ 
cators base their predictions on 
assuming nothing “terribly out of 
the ordinary” happens and that 
both major party candidates will 
perform well between now and 
Election Day. 

Quite naturally, the early pre¬ 
dictions of these political scien¬ 
tists bring different reactions from 
the camps of Democrat Gore and 
Republican Bush. Samuel Pop- 
kin, a political scientist working 
on the Gore campaign, said “this 
is one of the reasons the campaign 
feels good about the election,” 
while Fred Steeper, Bush’s poll¬ 
ster, said the forecasts “are proba¬ 
bly wrong, and Bush will win.” 

To be sure, it’s still a long time 
from June till November.

Insurance Commissioner 
Chuck Quackenbush’s four-day 
testimony in front of lawmakers 
last week in Sacramento only hurt 
himself and seemingly fast-for¬ 


warded what most think will be 
his eventual exit from the 
statewide post. Democratic and 
Republican legislators alike now 
say they see a portrait of incom¬ 
petence on Quackenbush’s behalf 
of corrupt officials who ran a po¬ 
litical operation out of his office. 
Even GOP Assemblyman Tom 
McClintock (Northridge), the se¬ 
nior Republican on the Assembly 
Insurance Committee, said last 
week that “there is growing evi¬ 
dence that the commissioner was 
involved in decisions” of an elabo¬ 
rate scheme that directed earth¬ 
quake settlement funds to non¬ 
profit foundations and then fun- 
neled the money into promotions 
featuring Quackenbush, and “it is 
now his duty to refute the evi¬ 
dence,” McClintock added. State 
Senator Jackie Speier (D-San 
Mateo) the chair of the Senate In¬ 
surance Committee, which is 
overseeing the hearings, was even 
more blunt: “He can dig in his 
heels and attempt the Clinton 
stance, he can resign a la 
[Richard] Nixon, or he can be 
impeached.” Sacramento Republi¬ 
cans, who once saw Quackenbush 
as a rising GOP political star, now 
see the beleaguered commission¬ 
er as an outcast with few defend¬ 
ers even within his own party, and 
most are predicting he will not last 
out his term. 

Bet on this one: Hoping to pre¬ 
serve and perpetuate an “upbeat 
tone” that seems to have served 
them well over the past couple of 
months, advisers to Texas Gover¬ 
nor George W. Bush say they are 
fashioning a Republican National 
Convention in Philadelphia (July 
31-August 3) that will emphasize 
policy over partisan vitriol and 
may even abandon the practice of 
devoting one night of the confab 
to an attack on Al Gore and the 
Democratic Party. 

And Patrick Buchanan, the 
anti-gay Reform Party presidential 
hopeful, says he fully supports ef¬ 
forts of the Delaware Reform 
Party chairman, William Shields, 
who is attempting to rid the party 
of its openly gay national secre¬ 
tary, former San Franciscan Jim 
Mangia. Shields sent e-mails to 
Reform Party members saying “I 
am interested in a resolution at 
the [August 10-13 Long Beach] 
convention to remove Jim Mangia 
from any leadership role in this 
party and to physically eject him, 
along with any trash or dangerous 
biological waste that may have 
found its way on to the conven¬ 
tion floor” (“Biological waste”? 
And they call this the Reform 
Party?) 

The New York U.S. Senate race 
really heating up. Most gay and 
lesbian political activists there are 
deeply involved in Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton’s campaign despite 
a fact that Rick Lazio’s campaign 
would rather forget: he was the 
guy whose youthful good looks 
got him named the most attrac¬ 
tive House member by a group of 
gay congressional staffers a few 
years back. Lazio, who is known in 
the NYC tabloids as “Lazio Lite,” 
has become the butt of late night 
television barbs. CBS-TV’s David 
Letterman: “Lazio looks like a 
guy who couldn’t get past the $500 
question on W7 jo Wants to Be a 
Millionaire?’

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Excuses, excuses: 
When Democrats 
do bad things

governor criminalizes gay 
sex, yet gay leaders say 
nothing. An elected official 
backs anti-gay marriage legisla¬ 
tion, yet a gay group says he’s 
blameless. Another governor ve¬ 
toes legislation giving gay employ¬ 
ees the right to take time off from 
work to care for a sick lover, yet 
the state’s gay lobbying organiza¬ 
tion yawns. 

Welcome, my friends, to the 
world of the Democratic double 
standard. 

Under it, a Republican who 
even hints at doing something 
that might adversely affect a gay 
person somewhere is instantly de¬ 
nounced as a homophobic hate- 
monger. When a Democrat does 
much the same thing? Well, no¬ 
body’s perfect. 

■ Consider former Texas Gover¬ 
nor Ann Richards. To the gay po¬ 
litical establishment in Texas, the 
colorful Democrat is a saint. Yet 
despite Richards’s ability to wow 
gay audiences at black-tie dinners 
with her winning smile and folksy 
accent, her legislative legacy is 
darkly anti-gay. It’s her signature 
you’ll find on the state’s anti-gay 
sodomy law, after all, one of only a 
handful in the entire country that 
specifically targets gay sex. Two 
men in Houston were recently 
prosecuted for violating 
Richards’s law in a private home. 
(Note: a state appeals court has 


held the law unconstitutional.) 

If George W. Bush had signed 
such a hideous law, gay activists 
would have blockaded every road 
between the Alamo and the As¬ 
trodome in protest. Yet the excuse 
factory rolls into production for 
Richards. Despite the fact that she 
did nothing to lobby the Legisla¬ 
ture to defeat it, gay advocates 
explain she was forced to sign 
the law because it was part 
of a larger overhaul of the 
criminal code. Despite 
the fact that Democrats 
controlled both houses of the 
Texas Legislature at the time, 
they complain it was 
really the Republi¬ 
cans’ fault. 

Another example, 
of this blame-the-GOP defense 
came recently from the Stonewall 
Democrats. In a press release ex¬ 
tolling the Clinton-Gore adminis¬ 
tration, the group excused Clinton 
and Gore’s support of the Defense 
of Marriage Act by arguing that 
the congressional Republicans, 
under the leadership of Newt Gin¬ 
grich, made them do it. “Sure, 
Clinton signed the bill, but only in 
a political reality created by Re¬ 
publicans,” huffed Stonewall. 

Never mind that Clinton pub¬ 
licly agreed to sign DOMA before 
it was even drafted, much less in¬ 
troduced in Congress. Never mind 
that after Clinton signed DOMA, 
he and Gore trumpeted their sup¬ 
port of the measure in campaign 
ads on Christian radio stations. 


Did Gingrich make them do that, 
too? 

When blaming Republicans 
won’t fly, some gay groups try 
minimizing the importance of the 
Democratic betrayal. Witness 
their supine reaction to California 
Governor Gray Davis’s recent re¬ 
jection of a domestic partners bill. 
Because Democrat Davis 
and most officeholders of 
both parties oppose 
same-sex marriage, gay 
Californians are left try¬ 
ing to approximate the 
benefits of marriage by creat¬ 
ing a domestic partnership 
system that confers a 
series of limited 
rights to gay couples^. 
Last year, Davis 
approved a state-sanctioned reg¬ 
istry for same-sex couples that 
grants no benefits to them other 
than the right to visit a partner in 
the hospital. To give the system 
some Content, legislators have 
subsequently proposed a series of 
piecemeal bills that would accord 
domestic partners a few of the 
privileges of marriage. 

One such proposal, which 
passed the California Legislature 
and went to Davis for his signa¬ 
ture in May, would have expanded 
the state’s family medical leave law 
to allow an employee to take un¬ 
paid time to care for an ailing do¬ 
mestic partner - just as the em¬ 
ployee could do for a spouse. 

Davis vetoed the bill. In a state¬ 
ment, he criticized it for going “far 
beyond what any other state has 
permitted to a relationship out¬ 
side the family,” underlining the 
words “outside the family.” 

I had to read that twice to 
make sure it wasn’t a position 
paper from the Family Research 
Council. Outside the family? 
What are our families, potted 
plants? 

It wasn’t Davis’s first foray into 
anti-gay territory. Earlier this year, 
he suggested that he might de¬ 
mand the resignations of judges 
he appoints if they don’t share his 
opposition to gay marriage. 

There are sound reasons to op¬ 
pose employer mandates like a 
family leave law: they’re expensive 
for business and therefore costly 
to consumers and employees 
alike. But there are no good non¬ 
homophobic reasons to support 
family leave requirements for 
married couples (as Davis does) 
and oppose them for gay couples 
(as Davis’s veto implies he does).

I therapy, the controversial 
process that proponents claim can 
change unhappy homosexuals 
into happy heterosexuals. “Des¬ 
perate to Change” focused on the 
religion-based ex-gay group Love 
in Action, its leaders, and the men 
that live together in a communal 
setting while they go through the 
therapy. 

Reporter Peggy 
Wehmeyer is often 
skeptical about the 
therapy and challenges 
what she is told. When a 
doctor at Love in Action 
puts homosexuality on 
the same level as mur¬ 
der and rape, she calls 
him on the disparity. 

She also includes counterpoints 
from a therapist opposed to repar¬ 
ative therapy and interviews an 
ex-ex-gay man who reports that 
the therapy did not work, even 
though he completed the pro¬ 
gram. 

Problematic in the segment 
though, was the lack of any posi¬ 
tive gay male images. The ex-ex 
gay man remains anonymous, 
shown only in shadow. This per¬ 
petuates an image of shame that 
could have been avoided by using 
an out and proud gay man. The 
only other image of gay men is 
one of men gyrating under flash¬ 
ing lights in a disco, as if that is all 
being gay is about. 

While 20/20 deserves acknowl¬ 
edgment for not presenting a 
white-washed piece on reparative 
therapy, the producers of this seg¬ 
ment need to be reminded that 
balance is of the utmost impor¬ 
tance in a show where many of the 
interviewees speak of homosexu¬ 
ality as a sickness to be cured. Im¬ 
ages of gay athletes, gay business¬ 
men and the like would have gone 
a long way to give a more accurate 
picture of gay men, one that bal¬ 
anced the one-sided negative self- 
reported image put forth by the 
ex-gays.

This week, online magazine 
Salon is offering a large package 
piece on gays in the military. “The 
Cost of the Closet: A Salon special 
report on the real-life personal 
impact of‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’” 
examines the issue from several 
different angles. 

The majority of the pieces 
focus on four male army captains 
and how they struggle with trying 
to maintain military careers 
while also trying to live their 
lives as gay men. Writer 
Dave Cullen brings 
forward many points 
that those outside of 
the military may not 
be aware of, such as 
how bachelor captains 
rarely, if ever, are pro¬ 
moted to be generals, 
and a “marriage ceil¬ 
ing” that limits deserv¬ 
ing gay men from moving up in 
rank. 

Cullen also covers how much 
relationships are affected by 
DADT. Michelle Benecke, co-ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Service- 
members Legal Defense Network 
(SLDN), is quoted: “Relationships 
are already difficult in the military. 
Even married heterosexuals who 
enjoy the full benefit of all the mil¬ 
itary support services - in recog¬ 
nition that deployments and mil¬ 
itary life can be so stressful for a 
relationship - have difficulty mak¬ 
ing it. Add to that the need to hide 
your relationship every hour of 
every day while you’re at work - it 
makes it extraordinarily difficult 
to have a healthy relationship over 
time.” 

Continuing with the personal 
theme, “Brett,” one of the cap¬ 
tains, describes how particularly 
depressing it is for gay men in a 
serious relationship when arriving 
home after deployment or train¬ 
ing. “All the wives are out there 
screaming, ‘Oh, honey!’ and the 
kids are running up to them as 
they get off the planes or the 
buses,” Brett says. 

An article by Fiona Morgan, 
“Inside a lesbian ‘witch-hunt,’” 
covers how lesbians are dispro¬ 
portionately affected by the poli¬ 
cy - while only 14 percent of mil¬ 
itary personnel are women, 31 
percent of DADT discharges are 
lesbians.

F ollowing the state Supreme 
Court’s refusal to hear a law¬ 
suit against Proposition 21, 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union filed another challenge to 
the recently passed ballot initia¬ 
tive, this time in San Francisco Su¬ 
perior Court. 

The lawsuit - filed last Wednes¬ 
day June 7 on behalf of the League 
of Women Voters, Children’s Ad¬ 
vocacy Institute, and Coleman 
Advocates for Children and Youth 
- challenges Proposition 21 on the 
grounds that it violates the single¬ 
subject rule of ballot initiatives by 
altering juvenile laws, the adult 
penal code, gang provisions, and 
even the three-strikes law. Voters 
were never told of all the changes, 
nor were they informed that a 
“yes” vote meant more than jailing 
a violent criminal; under Proposi¬ 
tion 21a kid (or adult) can be sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison for spray 
painting a stop sign. 

“The hackers of this ballot 
measure quickly tucked in provi¬ 
sions amending prior voted-ap- 
proved initiatives that had noth¬ 
ing to do with the issues that vot¬ 
ers were led to believe they were 
deciding on March 7,” said Steven 
Mayer, a partner with San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Howard, Rice, Canady, Falk

San Diego police have 
Pride tear gas suspect, 
witness sought

S an Diego police Sergeant 
Wayne Spees is proud of the 
hard work the department’s 
Western Division has done in solv¬ 
ing the biggest “who dunnit” case 
of 1999. In fact, he believes they’ve 
solved last year’s Gay Pride Parade 
tear gas attack. Now, if only he and 
his fellow investigators could find, 
out of the more than 100,000 at¬ 
tendees, a single witness. 

The tear gas dispersed minutes 
after San Diego’s 1999 Pride Pa¬ 
rade began, near the reviewing 
stand at Tenth and University 
streets and within feet of a contin¬ 
gent of gay and lesbian families, 
many of whom had toddlers and 
infants marching in the parade. 
Although the tear gas caused a po¬ 
tentially fatal panic when 
marchers and spectators fled the 
noxious fumes, and sent many to 
the first aid tents for treatment, 
the attack proved to be only a mo¬ 
mentary disruption and the pa¬ 
rade resumed minutes later. 

“It was set off between the re¬ 
viewing stand and 9th Avenue, 
where the protesters were,” Spees 


said of the incident last July. 
“Someone standing in that area last 
year would have seen him. We do 
have a suspect, but he hasn’t been 
formally charged yet,” said Spees. 
“We need someone who places this 
guy there. Someone who saw him 
actually set the thing off.” 

San Diego Police Department in¬ 
vestigators have compiled “a lot” of 
evidence against this individual, ac¬ 
cording to Lieutenant Joyce Edgar. 
The individual is reportedly a white 
male and rumored to be a “young 
skinhead, who probably acted 
alone,” according to an unnamed 
San Diego Pride staff member. But 
amazingly, out of the more than 
100,000 attendees, the department 
has not, to date, heard from a single 
individual who actually saw the sus¬ 
pect with the tear gas canister, either 
before or during the attack. 

“We did get a lot of people who 
called in, but no one who actually 
witnessed it,” said Spees. “I think 
there are people who saw this guy 
actually do this, possibly someone 
from out of town.” Spees is hoping 
to reach that one witness - of the 
many who came to San Diego’s pa¬ 
rade from Los Angeles, Orange 
County and San Francisco - who

can positively identify the suspect. 
“Right now, I don’t think they even 
know how much we need their 
help,” he said, referring to the wit¬ 
ness or witnesses Spees is sure exists. 

There remains a $16,000 re¬ 
ward collected by San Diego’s 
LGBT community in the days fol¬ 
lowing the July attack for informa¬ 
tion leading to the arrest and con¬ 
viction of those responsible. “That 
money would still be available,” 
said Nicole Murray-Ramirez, who 
organized the reward effort. Bour¬ 
bon Street’s Tom Felkner was just 
one of many in the community 
who pledged $1,000 to the fund. 
“We’re still committed to the re¬ 
ward,” Felkner said. 

“Hopefully, if any witness 
who’s from out of town returns 
this year, they’ll hear we’re looking 
for them,” said Spees. They’ll also 
learn of the $16,000 reward the 
local LGBT community wants to 
give them to see convicted the in¬ 
dividual or individuals responsi¬ 
ble for this criminal attack. 

This year’s San Diego Pride fes¬ 
tivities are scheduled for July 21- 
23. ▼

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Los Angeles Pride celebrates 
30 years - with some SF help 


The "Dykes on Bikes" led the way at last weekend's 30th annual Pride Parade in West Hollywood. 


“I’m practicing and I’m going 
to be perfect by the time I get back 
home,” Cho told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter from her fire truck perch. “I 
don’t have the same visceral con¬ 
nection here as I do with San 
Francisco, so it’s really a lot more 
emotional for me there.” 

The parade’s first honoree, Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s Captain 
Richard Odenthal, made his way 
in an open car near the start of the 
parade just after the “Dykes on 
Bikes” and a seniors’ motorcycle 
contingent. Odenthal was the re¬ 
cipient of an award named for San 
Francisco’s assassinated mayor, 
George Moscone. But the sign 
posted on the side of his car said 
“George Mascone Award.” The 
misspelling also was in all the ad¬ 
vance literature put out by the or¬ 
ganization that runs the parade, 
Christopher Street West. 

“I noticed it and a couple of 
other people did too,” Odenthal 
told the B.A.R. “Someone came 
up to me and said ‘Who’s George 
Mascone?”’ 

The fact that the misspelling 
was not caught until the parade 


punctuates what some say is a 
growing North-South gay divide. 
Parade volunteer James Taylor said 
he’s noticed gays from Northern 
and Southern California don’t mix 
as much as they used to. Taylor said 
he and many people he knew once 
routinely attended both parades. 

“AIDS changed the whole 
thing,” Taylor said. “A lot of peo¬ 
ple who used to do both died out.” 

The parade’s community 
grand marshals were fashion crit¬ 
ic Mr. Blackwell and his partner of 
50 years, Robert Spencer. After 
their parade appearance, the se¬ 
nior couple watched from the re¬ 
viewing stand. As he surveyed the 
scene, Blackwell shook his head in 
awe when he recalled how differ¬ 
ent things were 50 years ago. 

“Nothing was public. We did¬ 
n’t dare,” he told the B.A.R. “They 
used to crash night clubs. They 
used to come in and bash you. 
They would throw you in jail just 
for being in a gay bar.” Blackwell 
added that he was arrested several 
times and had to hire a lawyer to 
fight the charges. 

“Let’s not look back,” Blackwell 


said. “Let’s look forward. If we hold 
onto it, we’ll never get rid of it.” 

Blackwell said he and his partner 
look forward to doing what they 
can to help the gay community. He 
has never attended San Francisco’s 
Pride Parade but he said if invited, 
he would be delighted to participate 
in it and in any benefits to help the 
Bay Area’s gay community. 

The spirit of pride didn’t soft¬ 
en the acid-tongued wit that has 
made Mr. Blackwell international¬ 
ly famous. He once put Dianne 
Feinstein on his “worst-dressed 
list” and panned the big bows that 
were once her trademark. When 
asked whether Feinstein, the for¬ 
mer San Francisco mayor and 
now U.S. senator, has improved, 
Blackwell quickly responded: “Oh, 
no. She looked better then and 
that was terrible. Now that she’s a 
little older, I think it’s a little late 
to make it look any good. It isn’t 
the age, it’s the mind. Why should 
she look matronly? I’m older than 
her but I don’t look as old as her. 

“This is not political. I’m criti¬ 
cizing the fashion. If I didn’t like 
her, I’d never put her on my list.” T

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Military investigators 
use drugs to get gays

III IS ilitary investigators are 
JJlsB conducting undercover 
mW m surveillance “in an appar¬ 
ent attempt to skirt the letter and 
intent of ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,”’ 
charged the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network. The sur¬ 
veillance ostensibly is about illegal 
drug use but it appears to target 
only gay bars, not straight ones, in 
Washington, D.C. 

According to testimony at a 
military hearing, at least nine sol¬ 
diers have faced drug-related 
charges as a result of this investi¬ 
gation. However, SLDN knows the 
identities of only two, and those 
are being held in confidence. 

SLDN made the accusation in a 
June 2 letter from legal director 
Stacey Sobel to David L. Brant, di¬ 
rector of the Naval Criminal Inves¬ 
tigative Service for the Washington 
region. Copies were sent to numer¬ 
ous elected and Pentagon officials. 
Brant has agreed to meet with Sobel. 

The SLDN letter quoted heavily 
from the transcript of an April 28 
Article 32 administrative hearing. 
That preliminary step has led to ini¬ 
tiation of court-martial proceedings 
against a sailor and a Marine. 

At that hearing, NCIS Special 
Agent John P. O’Connor testified 
that they had been conducting the 
surveillance for “the past couple of 
years” at four bars or clubs whose 
clientele is primarily young gay men. 

The standard practice was to 
have the agent, himself an attractive 
clean-cut man in his 20s, approach 
and strike up a conversation with 
someone whose haircut and de¬ 
meanor suggested that he might be 
in the military. The conversation 
eventually would be steered toward 
where one might obtain illegal sub¬ 
stances, such as ecstasy, and per¬ 
haps to life in the military. 

“To our eye, it appears that 
NCIS is targeting gay bars,” said 
Michelle Benecke, co-director of 
SLDN. At the hearing, “the only 
commercial establishments that 
the agent named were gay bars.” 

“The second reason why we 
believe this is a ruse to get around 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,’ is that they 
appear to have no probable cause 
for investigating these service¬ 
men.” The men arrested have no 
prior record of drug use.” 

The fishing expedition also 
caught civilians up in the net. O’¬ 
Connor said that NCIS “identified 
people in the past that - after we put 
the person under surveillance and 
followed them and found out who 
they were - they turned out not to 
be in the military.” They would pass 
the information on to local law en¬ 
forcement. That information in¬ 
cluded license plate numbers. 

This "raises serious concerns 
that military criminal investigators 
are deliberately skirting the letter 
and intent” of DADT, wrote Sobel. 
“By targeting suspected gay service 
members at gay bars and night¬ 
clubs for disparate treatment, the 
surveillance operation chills ser¬ 
vice members’ access to resources 
within the gay community.” 

“When I served in the military 
in the 1980s,” Benecke recounted, 
“criminal investigative agents used 
to go down to the areas surround¬ 
ing the gay bars and write down the 
license plate tags of every car with a 
decal [for entry to the base] and 
run them through the system and 
find out who was in the military.” 

“That was supposed to stop

under ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.’ The 
police specifically prohibits target¬ 
ing gay establishments,” she said. 
“It raises the question of who gave 
approval to this in the first place.” 

“It is bad enough that they are 
conducting surveillance on mili¬ 


tary members. And it sends even 
more chills up my spine when you 
think about not just the govern¬ 
ment, but the military part of our 
government conducting that sur¬ 
veillance on civilians,” said Be¬ 
necke. “I think that brings home 
the intrusiveness of this.” 

SLDN has requested “a full writ¬ 
ten accounting and justification of 
all NCIS surveillance operations 
conducted against District of Co¬ 
lumbia” gay bars, and a halt to all 
such operations. Benecke also wants 
to know “what has happened with 
the information gathered? Is it sit¬ 
ting in some database somewhere?” 

Fighting back 

David Sheldon is an attorney 
representing a Marine facing one 
charge of distribution of a narcotic, 
ecstasy. Sheldon was reluctant to 
discuss some aspects of the case be¬ 
cause his client “is very afraid of 
being ‘outed’ and retaliated against.

Barry Winchell 
repercussions continue

T hirty congressmen have 
written the Pentagon urging 
Secretary of Defense 
William Cohen to take action 
against the commander of Fort 
Campbell, Kentucky. It is where 
Private First Class Barry Winchell 
was murdered last July in an anti¬ 
gay attack. 

The letter, drafted on the ini¬ 
tiative of Representative Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) and sent 
last Wednesday, June 7, expressed 
faint praise for Pentagon efforts to 
address some of “the issues of ha¬ 
rassment in the military based on 
perceived sexual orientation.” But 
it primarily focused on the mili¬ 
tary’s lack of responsiveness on 
the subject. 

Among the specifics they cited 
were an inspector general’s survey 
of anti-gay harassment and atti¬ 
tudes under “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell;” a homophobic e-mail con¬ 
cerning Winchell’s death sent by 
Marine Lieutenant Colonel Ed¬ 
ward Melton at a base at Twenty- 
nine Palms, California; insuffi¬ 
cient training on issues of DADT; 
and recoupment action taken 
against Tommie Lee Watkins Jr. 
The Pentagon has been unrespon¬ 
sive or tardy on all of them. 

“With regard to accountability, 
we are still awaiting your response 
to a letter signed by 15 members 
of Congress in which we asked 
you to take action against those 
responsible for condoning and 
contributing to the anti-gay cli¬ 
mate at Fort Campbell,” the letter 
stated. It held base commander 
Major General Robert T. Clark re¬ 
sponsible for that climate. 

The congressmen noted that 
an inspector general’s report on 
the incident that was due May 1 
had been delayed for several 
months. “Relocating and promot¬ 
ing Major General Clark prior to 
the completion of this investiga¬ 
tion would be wrong and under¬ 
mine the Department’s professed 
commitment to enforce the gays- 
in-the-military policy in a fair and 
legal manner,” they wrote. 

Clark is moving to Washington 
to become vice director for opera-

tions for the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Officers departing the Fort Camp¬ 
bell command typically are pro¬ 
moted, but that won’t be happen¬ 
ing just yet for Clark. Such senior 
level promotions are approved by 
the Senate and reports are that the 
Pentagon does not want to risk a 
controversial hearing at this time. 

“The Army has sent a mixed 
message by appearing to reward 
Clark with a prestigious assign¬ 
ment,” said C. Dixon Osburn, co¬ 
director of the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network. 

At a news conference on June 9, 
his last day as commander of Fort 
Campbell, Clark objected to “the 
way that I have been characterized 
by people who don’t have a clue as 
to who I am as a human being or 
who I am as a commander.” 

He blamed “intense and dis¬ 
torted media attention” for help¬ 
ing to create a hypersensitive at¬ 
mosphere in which dozens of gay 
soldiers have left Fort Campbell 
during the past year. 

Six soldiers departed under 
DADT in the year prior to 
Winchell’s murder. But in the suc¬ 
ceeding 11 months, that number 
has soared to 120. Clark said that 
most occurred after a refresher 
course on the policy was given to 
the troops in December. 

“One hundred and twenty dis¬ 
charges is an astounding figure 
from one base,” said Michelle Be- 
necke, co-director SLDN. Combat 
bases such as Fort Campbell aver¬ 
age two to 21 such discharges a 
year, while training bases are high¬ 
er. “But 120 from one base is off 
the chart.” 


Even while the investigation 
and prosecution of Winchell’s 
murder was progressing, “atti¬ 
tudes about gays became more 
pronounced among the soldiers,” 
reported the Nashville newspaper 
The Tennessean. 

It wrote of a friend of 
Winchell’s, Specialist Michael 
McCoy. He said that anti-gay graf¬ 
fiti began appearing on walls and 
he heard a rumor circulating that 
he was having an affair with an¬ 
other male soldier. Fearing for his 
safety, McCoy told his superiors 
he was gay and left the Army in 
December. 

The anti-gay atmosphere does 
not seem to have abated. Joyce 
Arnold, executive director of the 
gay community center in 
Nashville, said their hotline re¬ 
ceived five calls from worried sol¬ 
diers at Fort Campbell within the 
last month. 

Benecke said that as recently as 
last week SLDN received a call 
from a soldier at Fort Campbell 
reporting “that their daily lives 
have not changed, that they still 
have to put up with anti-gay epi¬ 
thets and other harassment as a 
condition of serving.” 

She was hesitant to talk of 
specifics of the case because the 
soldier had not given them per¬ 
mission to go public with the in¬ 
formation. But there was a tone in 
her voice that suggested that it in¬ 
volved something more than sim¬ 
ple verbal harassment. Benecke 
said, “So many have left feeling 
that they had no recourse to pro¬ 
tect their safety but to come out 
and be discharged.” ▼

Human Rights Campaign. “Never 
before have we seen virtually an 
entire industry, along with its lead¬ 
ing union, announce domestic 
partner benefits simultaneously.

overwhelming proof that HIV 
causes AIDS,” reads an open letter 
to the community approved by the 
22-member council last Thursday, 
June 8. “The HPPC believes that 
statements which deny that HIV 
causes AIDS have the potential to 
harm individuals by discouraging 
them from seeking accurate infor¬ 
mation and taking care of them¬ 
selves based on that information.” 

The HPPC letter encourages 
people to research the facts for 
themselves on the pathogenesis of 
the disease, or how infection with 
HIV can lead to symptomatic dis¬ 
ease and death. 

“By leading to the destruction 
and/or functional impairment of 
cells of the immune system, no¬ 
tably CD4 [or T] cells, HIV pro¬ 
gressively destroys the body’s abil¬ 
ity to fight infections and certain 
cancers,” explains a fact sheet pub¬ 
lished on a National Institutes of 
Health Web site (www.niaid.nih. 
gov/factsheets/howhiv.htm). 

-> CouncilmemhePi Sister Mary 
Mae Himm of the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence, a 15-year vet¬ 
eran of AIDS activism, said that 
he decided to propose that the 
HPPC take a formal stand on the 
issue after he witnessed first-hand 
the potential fallout from the dis¬ 
sidents’ message. 

“What prompted it was that a 
friend of mine seroconverted,” Mae 
Himm told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“And as soon as he found out he 
was positive, he realized that he’d 
been listening to idiots, but it was 
too late to do anything about it. 

“I thought it was time we did 
something about it.” 

Locally, other than David Ras- 
nick and Peter Duesberg, the two 
Bay Area dissidents who were ap¬ 
pointed to the South African 
panel, the most outspoken HIV 
denialist group has been ACT 
UP/San Francisco, which for sev¬ 
eral years has espoused members’ 
beliefs that HIV prevention cam¬ 
paigns are nothing more than a 
government plot to thwart gay sex. 

Most recently, the group raised 
the ire of AIDS organizations na¬ 
tionally when they mailed letters 
to all members of Congress urg¬ 
ing the elimination of all federal 
funding for AIDS-related pro¬ 
grams. Stating that “current ser¬ 
vices based on the erroneous hy¬ 
pothesis that HIV causes AIDS are 
fundamentally flawed,” the letter 
encouraged congressmembers to 
vote against the upcoming reau¬ 
thorization of funding for the 
Ryan White CARE Act and the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program. 

The HPPC vote was not unani¬ 
mous, however, with three votes op¬ 
posed and one abstention. Co-chair 
Maria Rinaldi voted against it, she 
said, because she was concerned 
that local HIV dissidents had not 
been given sufficient opportunity to 
present their case before the panel. 

Rinaldi emphasized, however, 
that her opposition to the HPPC 
letter should not be interpreted to 


employees after agreeing to study 
the issue as part of new contracts 
made with the UAW last fall. 

“By taking this step together, the 
Big Three have bolstered the tradi¬ 
tional American value of equal pay 
for equal work, regardless of sexual 
orientation,” Mills added. “Domes¬ 
tic partner benefits are one of the 
strongest signals a company can 
give to demonstrate that it values its 
lesbian and gay employees.” 

Sheehy agreed and said compa¬ 
nies are realizing that in a competi¬ 
tive job market, offering domestic 
partner benefits is one way to attract 
and retain qualified employees.

public employers provide domestic 
partner benefits to their employees.

include this item, nor did I receive 
a copy of the draft letter,” he said. 

“I firmly believe that HIV 
causes AIDS,” Barnes added. “The 
reality is that every year about 500 
gay and bisexual men become in¬ 
fected with HIV in San Francisco, 
and focusing an inordinate 
amount of time on the question of 
whether HIV causes AIDS is not 
productive for anyone.” 

Mae Himm, who is HlV-posi- 
tive himself, said he tries to un¬ 
derstand the motivation of gay 
men in the dissident camp. 

“I think this is such a horrible 
time,” he said, “and they want to 
have some control.” T

CA Legislature increases 
AIDS spending by $21 mil

iftl hen Governor Gray 
l|P|Jf Davis released his pro- 
Ur W posed budget last month 
for fiscal 2000-2001, AIDS advo¬ 
cates from throughout California 
were frustrated at the dearth of 
new spending to combat the dis¬ 
ease - particularly in light of the 
state’s anticipated $12.3 billion 
surplus. 

While Davis proposed spend¬ 
ing $2.4 million more for resis¬ 
tance testing to assist in the clini¬ 
cal management of HIV, even 
these funds were shifted from 
other HIV-related programs. 

The Legislature, however, did 
not buy into the governor’s flat- 
funding of AIDS programs. Pro¬ 
posed budgets passed by both 
houses included significant in¬ 
creases in AIDS spending, and last 
weekend a joint committee of the 
Assembly and Senate hashed out 
the details of the budget they plan 
to send to governor’s desk. 

On top of a base budget of 
$320 million, including both state 
and federal funds, the Legislature’s 
budget provides almost $21 mil¬ 
lion in new spending. 


“There are new infections and 
deaths from HIV every day,” said 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco), a member of 
the Assembly and Senate Budget 
Conference Committee. “Until 
there is a cure, we need to expand 
our efforts to raise awareness, pre¬ 
vent new infections, and improve 
the quality of life of those living 
with HIV.” 

The Legislature is expected to 
approve the budget bill today, 
(Thursday June 15), and send it to 
Davis’s desk. 

Last week, the California HIV 
Advocacy Coalition, a statewide 
association of HIV/AIDS service 
organizations and advocates in¬ 
cluding the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, the AIDS Legal Re¬ 
ferral Panel, and Project Inform, 
issued an urgent appeal for con¬ 
stituent letters to the governor 
urging him to approve the Legis¬ 
lature’s AIDS budget numbers. 

In addition to the $2.4 million 
for resistance testing supported by 
the governor, the Legislature’s 
proposed budget includes: 

• $2.8 million to create a non¬ 
name based reporting system to 
help communities more effective¬ 
ly plan for future HIV services as 


well as maximize the state’s ability 
to obtain federal HIV funding; 

• $8 million for HIV/AIDS pre¬ 
vention, education, and treatment 
programs targeting communities 
of color; 

• $ 1 million in increased fund¬ 
ing for partner counseling and re¬ 
ferral services;

Medicare waiver for 
PWAs introduced in House

P eople with an AIDS diagno¬ 
sis would not have to wait to 
qualify for Social Security 
Disability Insurance or Medicare 
under a bill proposed in the U.S. 
House of Representatives by Con¬ 
gressman Tom Coburn (R-Okla-

He has obvious and understandably 
legitimate fears of being harassed. 
His personal safety is a concern.” 

Sheldon said that the Marine, 
who has served in the Marine 
Corps “for a number of years and 
has an excellent record,” was ap¬ 
proached by the NCIS agent at the 
gay club Velvet Nation in January. 
The agent “asked a lot of different 
questions regarding his sexuality,” 
and eventually about ecstasy. 

The Marine “believes, as I do, 
that he was set up and entrapped 
in this case,” said Sheldon. “My 
client trusts the system and be¬ 
lieves that he will be vindicated in 
the end.” A preliminary hearing 
was held on April 28 and he was 
arraigned on June 2. The court- 
martial is set for August 13. Pun¬ 
ishment ranges up to a bad con¬ 
duct discharge, which affects pay 
and benefits. 

The Gay and Lesbian Activists 
Alliance, a venerable local organi¬ 
zation, is pursuing issues sur¬ 
rounding the NCIS claim that in¬ 
formation on civilians was passed 
to the D.C. police department. 

Bob Summersgill, GLAA presi¬ 
dent, said that a regularly sched¬ 
uled quarterly meeting with D.C. 
Police Chief Maurice Ramsey was 
set for June 14. They hope to learn 
the scope of information provided 
by NCIS and what the department 
is doing with that information. 

“We’re getting mixed reports 
from lower level people in the po¬ 
lice [department] as to whether or 
not they are really getting any in¬ 
formation from or working with 
the military on this,” said Sum¬ 
mersgill. A couple of people have 
said ‘Yes,’ but the people who 
would actually be doing the work 
said ‘No.’ So it is unclear to us.” 

In the meantime, GLAA was out 
in the bars of Washington over the 
recent gay pride weekend distribut¬ 
ing thousands of SLDN’s palm 
cards advising service members of 
their rights. And JR’s, one of the 
bars targeted for NCIS surveillance, 
sponsored an ad in the local gay 
newspaper with the same message. 

While current evidence focuses 
solely on surveillance activities 
carried out in Washington, D.C., 
similar activities may have been or 
still are being carried out in other 
cities with a military presence. 

Gay service members may not 
realize that they were targeted for 
entrapment on drug charges be¬ 
cause of their sexual orientation. 
Or if they suspected that fact, they 
may have had a greater fear for 
their physical safety in light of the 
homophobic murder of Private 
First Class Barry Winchell last year. 

Soldiers who suspect they may 
have been the victim of similar en¬ 
trapment are encouraged to con¬

homa). H.R. 4557 was introduced 
with the cosponsorship of Repre¬ 
sentative Maurice Hinchey CD- 
New York) on June 2. 

The current waiting period for 
SSDI is five months from time of 
certification of disability. People 
must wait an additional 24 months 
to qualify for Medicare. If passed, 
this waiver would greatly expand 
access to medical services and re¬ 
duce financial pressure on pro¬ 
grams that require annual appro¬ 
priations, such as those funded 
under the Ryan White program and 
the AIDS Drug Assistance Program. 

The most likely beneficiaries of 
this possible change are those who 
learn that they are infected with 
HIV when they show up at an 


emergency room with an oppor¬ 
tunistic infection. That popula¬ 
tion is traditionally medically un¬ 
derserved and are more likely to 
be lower income and people of 
color. That also is where the epi¬ 
demic is spreading most rapidly. 

Physician Coburn, who has de¬ 
livered babies of women with HIV, 
has been a lightning rod for many 
AIDS advocates because of his 
strong support for policies like 
mandatory testing of pregnant 
women for the virus and opposition 
to needle exchange programs. But 
he also has been a strong advocate 
for increased funding for medical 
services for people living with HIV. 

“Coburn just literally cooked this 
up on his own, without anybody 


asking him to do it,” said Bill Arnold, 
director of the ADAP Working 
Group. He welcomed the congress¬ 
man’s initiative and is working to 
clarify a few issues through techni¬ 
cal amendments. Coburn’s office 
seems amenable to that. 

Terje Anderson, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Association of 
People With AIDS, called the waiv¬ 
er “a nice idea.” But he is not opti¬ 
mistic that it will pass in this ses¬ 
sion of Congress because so little 
legislation is moving and the cal¬ 
endar is shortened with recess for 
the national conventions and an 
early adjournment to campaign. 

Plus, in the midst of an ongo¬ 
ing discussion on adding prescrip¬ 
tion drug benefits to Medicare, 


Anderson believes, “Congress is 
going to be very reluctant to take 
one particular population and add 
that benefit without having broad¬ 
er discussions.” 

“It would be a wonderful bill if 
it passed,” said Tom McCormack, 
an expert on entitlement programs 
and author of The AIDS Benefits 
Handbook. But he noted that other 
disease groups already are sniping 
at the bill either out of jealously or 
fear that it may compete with their 
own efforts to get better coverage. 

All three acknowledge that the 
most likely way for H.R. 4557 to 
pass this year is to have it attached 
as an amendment to an appropri¬ 
ations bill in the closing days of 
the session. ▼

If n the human body there are 
; two main areas that directly 
m control how the body acts and 
reacts, the circulatory system and 
the central nervous system. It’s 
much easier to understand the cir¬ 
culatory system than it is the cen¬ 
tral nervous system. In the circu¬ 
latory system our lungs absorb 
oxygen which is pumped through 
the heart and carried to the mus¬ 
cles, organs, and the brain. The 
liver and kidneys remove toxins 
from the bloodstream. The stom¬ 
ach absorbs food and water and 
breaks it down into mostly pro¬ 
tein, fat, and complex sugars. 

In the central nervous system, 
the brain sends both conscious 
and unconscious commands that 
tell the body how to move, and 
how to process external sensory 
stimulus through the five senses: 
hearing, smell, sight, taste, and 
touch. The brain also continuous¬ 
ly tells the lungs to keep breathing 
and the heart to keep pumping. 

It’s important to keep in mind 
how little we actually know about 
the central nervous system. We 
can transplant hearts, lungs, kid¬ 
neys, and livers. We do not know 
exactly how the brain functions. 
We cannot perform a brain trans¬ 
plant.

virus infects both the bloodstream 
and the central nervous system at 
the same time, but HIV doesn’t 
seem to seriously affect the central 
nervous system and brain until 
late-stage AIDS disease progres¬ 
sion. In the article “The Nervous 
System in HIV and AIDS” by 
Dawn McGuire and Yuen T. So, 
the authors state that “Neurologi¬ 
cal disease is the first manifesta¬ 
tion of symptomatic HIV 
infection in roughly 10 
to 20 percent of per¬ 
sons, while about 
30 to 40 percent of 
patients with ad 
vanced HIV disease will 
have clinically evident 
neurologic dysfunction 
during the 
course of their 
illness.” [1] The 
article goes on to 

state that autopsy studies of peo¬ 
ple with advanced HIV disease 
show neurologic abnormalities in 
“75 to 90 percent of cases.” That 
means that most PWAs will expe¬ 
rience central nervous system 
problems over the course of their 
disease. 

Because of antiretroviral thera¬ 
pies, more PWAs are living longer, 
and as a result they will experience 
more neurologic problems than 
their pre-drug predecessors who 
had a faster mortality rate. It also 
appears that central nervous sys¬ 
tem problems may be under-re- 
ported because patients often can¬ 
not self-evaluate neural disorders. 

In the article “Astrocytes: HIV 
cellular reservoirs and import par¬ 
ticipants in neuropathogensis” by 
Ruth Brack-Warner, the author 
states that these special cells may 
play a part in both brain infection 
and HIV regulation in the central 
nervous system. [2] 

Astrocytes are critical cells, and 
they make up a larger percentage 
than any other type of cells in the 
central nervous system. “[Neu¬ 



rons] are dependent on Astrocytes 
to provide them with essential 
metabolites and to regulate ion 
and neurotransmitter concentra¬ 
tions in [neural function]. In ad¬ 
dition, Astrocytes maintain the 
physiological barriers between the 
[brain], the blood and the cerebral 
spinal fluid. The article goes on to 
state that Astrocytes are critical for 
central nervous system function. 
The problem is that Astrocytes 
also promote entry and spread 
of HIV into the brain. The 
study of Astrocytes is rel¬ 
atively new, and how to 
stop them from pro¬ 
moting viral replication 
without reducing their 
roll as cellular mediators is 
still unknown. 

Peripheral 
neuropathy (PN) 
is the most 
prominent and easily observed 
central nervous system illness. It is 
a disease that commonly affects 
the nerves in the feet, and is 
marked by muscle weakness, atro¬ 
phy, pain, and numbness. Pain 
levels can range from tolerable to 
excruciating, and the condition 
usually gets worse over time. Even 
though we have not been able to 
pinpoint the exact cause, it’s be¬ 
lieved that the condition is caused 
both by HIV and some of the an¬ 
tiviral drugs, especially the nucle¬ 
oside analogues: AZT, ddl, ddC, 
d4T and 3TC. At present, a clinical 
trial at Stanford University is 
under way to determine if the 
drug Lamictal is effective in treat¬ 
ing pain caused by neuropathy. 
Study participants were started on 
25 mg of the drug, but for some 
the dosage had to be increased to 
400 mg. The study has shown 
mixed results so far. Participants 
who had mild pain showed more 
improvement than those with se¬ 
vere pain, which seems to indicate 
that drug is going to be less effec-

Faygele BenMiriam 


Long-time ac¬ 
tivist and former 
San Francisco resi¬ 
dent Faygele Ben¬ 
Miriam (or as he 
was formerly 
known, John 
Singer) passed away 
of cancer in his 
home in Seattle on 
June 5,2000 at 
about 4 o’clock. He passed on peaceful¬ 
ly, surrounded by his mother Miriam 


and some of his many, many friends. 

BenMiriam was an activist since the 
late 1960s and early 1970s. He criss¬ 
crossed the country many times, and 
there is probably no state in the union 
in which he is not known in the gay 
community. 

Faygele was a friend and confident 
of such luminaries as Arthur Evans and 
Harry Hay. He was an early “Farie.” He 
helped found the ongoing institution 
The Seattle Gay Community Social Ser¬ 
vices, an umbrella organization which 
has been funding projects in the com¬ 
munity for nearly 30 years. 

Faygele will be remembered mostly 
for his ability to relate to many diverse 
and sometimes even opposing groups, 
both within and outside the gay com¬ 
munity. He is widely acknowledged for 
bringing together the radical and very 
conservative factions of the Seattle com¬ 
munity early on. 

A Jewish man, Faygele had spent 
much time recently working with Jewish 
community organizations and creating a 
unique bond between those and gay 
groups. 

He recently was the Grand Marshal 
of the Seattle Pride Parade, an event he 
saw grow from 40 people he helped or¬ 
ganize at the first march to its current 
tens of thousands. He made one of his 
last public appearances in January at a 
concert celebrating the fact that a record 
album he helped produce, Lavender 
Country, made it into the Country and 
Western Music Hall of Fame 30 years 
after its introduction as the first gay CW 
album in this country. 

Faygele BenMiriam will be sorely 
missed, but his legacy will live on.

when Democrat Jon Corzine, a 
liberal investment tycoon, and a 
strong supporter of gay rights 
(one news agency, Reuters, report¬ 
ed he favors “gay marriages”) won 
the right to face a conservative Re¬ 
publican congressmember for the 
seat of retiring U.S. Senator Frank 
Lautenberg. Most political ob¬ 
servers in New Jersey make 
Corzine the early favorite to win 
that one in November. 

Okay, okay, I know she’s now of¬ 
ficially out, but does anyone really 
care that Irish singer Sinead O’¬ 


Connor finally admitted that she’s a 
lesbian in a Curve magazine inter¬ 
view. (Some of my lesbian friends 
have been saying that for years.) 

An appeals court in Michigan 
recently upheld a ruling that the 
school district in Byron Center, 
Michigan, must pay $25,800 to the 
estate of a gay teacher. The district 
had stopped payment on a sever¬ 
ance package when Gerry Crane 
died of heart failure in 1997. 
Crane had resigned a year earlier 
saying the anti-gay atmosphere in 
the town was like “ingesting poi¬ 
son.” The school district then con¬ 
tended that by dying, Crane had 
failed to fulfill his obligation to 
search for a job.

tive for people whose neural dam¬ 
age is more advanced. 

Some AIDS drugs, particularly 
AZT are capable of crossing the 
blood-brain barrier intact. A 
large, short-term study among 
adults with advanced HIV disease 
showed improvement in both 
memory and learning new skills, 
but there was only a four-month 
follow-up. Many of the gains in 
the group may have been negated 
further down the road. 

AIDS dementia complex 
(ADC) is a serious condition that 
can be caused by a number of 
viral agents; fungal infections, tox¬ 
oplasmosis, human herpes virus- 
6 and progressive multifocal 
leukoencephalopathy, (or PML). 
Dementia is characterized by both 
subtle and profound changes in 
behavior, mood, recognition, and 
tactile sense. People with this con¬ 
dition are often compared to peo- 
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pie with severe mental disabilities, 
and may exhibit antisocial behav¬ 
iors, yelling or incoherent mum¬ 
bling* memory loss, or illogical ac¬ 
tions. There are no cures at the 
moment, but there are promising 
therapies, and the recent develop¬ 
ments in psychological medica¬ 
tions are an immense help. 

Encephalitis is an inflammation 
of the brain. Most types of en¬ 
cephalitis are caused by viral infec¬ 
tion. Symptoms include sudden 
fever, headaches, sensitivity to light, 
stiff neck and back, confusion, 
clumsiness and an unsteady gait. 

Meningitis is an infection of 
the membranes that surround the 
brain and spinal cord. Many of the 
symptoms of meningitis are simi¬ 
lar to the symptoms of encephali¬ 
tis. 

There are a lot of treatments 
for these two diseases. Antiviral 
medications and antibiotics can 
be used to treat infections, anti¬ 
convulsant drugs combat seizures, 
corticosteroids can reduce brain 
swelling and inflammation, and 
sedatives can help ease irritability 
and restlessness. 

The prognosis for encephalitis 
varies from case to case. Some 
cases are mild, short, and the pa¬ 
tient recovers fully. Other cases 
can cause permanent neurological 
damage and death. If meningitis is 
detected and treated early, most 
patients recover, but there is a 
variant that progresses quickly 
and causes death within 48 hours. 
Most HIV doctors monitor their 
more advanced patients so that 
these two diseases can be detected 
early and treated quickly and ef¬ 
fectively. 

Mitochondrial myopathies are 


a group of neuromuscular dis¬ 
eases involving mitochondria. Mi¬ 
tochondria are small structures 
found in every living cell in the 
human body, and they are essen¬ 
tially “power plants” that produce 
the energy a cell needs to func¬ 
tion. Mitochondrial myopathies 
do the most damage in cells that 
need a great amount of energy: 
nerves, the brain, and the muscles. 
The symptoms of the myopathies 
include muscle weakness, heart 
rhythm disturbances, dementia, 
movement disorders, deafness, 
blindness, and seizures. 

There is no current treatment 
for mitochondrial myopathies, 
but physical therapy can improve 
muscle range and dexterity. Vita¬ 
min therapies such as riboflavin, 
coenzyme Q, vitamins C and K, 
and carnitine can also be benefi¬ 
cial. The prognosis for mitochon¬ 
drial myopathies varies greatly, 
depending on disease progression 
and the degree of involvement of 
various organs. 

It is important for people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS to understand 
how their central nervous system 
works, how it gets infected, and 
how it is treated. It is also impor¬ 
tant to determine if any of the an¬ 
tiretroviral therapy drugs con¬ 
tribute to central nervous system 
disease. In these days of emerging 
debilitating side effects from AIDS 
drug therapy, we need to know all 
we can regarding drugs, treat¬ 
ment, and research. We also need 
to develop more antiviral medica¬ 
tions that can cross the blood- 
brain barrier. Until then, early de¬ 
tection and use of the effective 
treatments available today is a 
must for all PWAs. ▼

by Migden and Mayor Willie 
Brown and will help to fulfill 
Migden’s goal of registering 50,000 
domestic partners by the end of 
the year. Remember, even if you 
are already registered with the city, 
it doesn’t count in the statewide 
drive to increase our visibility. 

“The registration ceremony 
taking place on Pride weekend will 
be a celebration of this newly es¬ 
tablished affirmation and will in¬ 
crease our constituency as we 
strive to increase the benefits en¬ 
joyed by these committed fami¬ 
lies,” said Migden. 

The more partners that regis¬ 
ter, the more that legislators can 
show a solid voting bloc of people 
in favor of domestic partnership 
rights. Migden’s legislation, now 
that it is in place, can act as a bank 
to which we can gradually and in¬ 
crementally add benefits in the 
right political climate. Consider¬ 
ing the fact that Proposition 22 - 
which limited marriage to a union 
between a man and a woman - 


passed in California just a few 
months ago, the domestic part¬ 
nership law seems to be the best 
bet for securing more rights for 
gay and lesbian couples. 

Domestic partners, by defini¬ 
tion, must be over 18 years old, un¬ 
related by blood, be in a commit¬ 
ted relationship, share a common 
residence, and be jointly responsi¬ 
ble for each other’s living expenses. 
One partner may maintain anoth¬ 
er residence or leave for travel, as 
long as both intend to keep one 
residence that they both share. 

Of course, in order to become 
“official,” you’ll need a notary. 
That’s where Parents, Families and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays 
comes in. P-FLAG will sponsor a 
booth at Pride staffed with a no¬ 
tary public on both Saturday and 
Sunday so couples can register on 
the spot by completing the appli¬ 
cation form and paying the $10 
filing fee charged by the state.

How Briao Epstein’s passion for the Beatles shaped history 


All he needed was love 


N o figure in rock ’n’ roll histo¬ 
ry did more to trailblaze the 
road for future band man¬ 
agers — defining the path to success for all 
great bands — than Brian Epstein, who 
managed the Beatles, boldly shaping their 
ascent from Liverpool obscurity to global 
superstardom. Elvis may have had Colonel 
Parker, but compared to Epstein, Parker 
was a mere carnival barker. In marketing 
the Fab Four to the world and setting 
countless precedents in doing so, Epstein 
set in motion cultural forces that irrevoca¬ 
bly changed not just the music industry, 
but global society. What motivated him 
therefore becomes a question of signifi¬ 
cance not just to Beatles fans, but to those 
who want to understand Western Civiliza¬ 
tion in the late 20th century. 

Epstein had the bad luck to be gay in 
Britain at a time when that country’s crim¬ 
inal penalties for homosexuality were par¬ 


ticularly harsh. The fact of Epstein’s gayness, 
however closeted he may have been out of 
necessity (his homosexuality was well 
known to and accepted by those close to 
him, just not talked about publicly), figures 
hugely not just in his own life, but in the 
Beatles’ vast legacy. Though Epstein hardly 
conjures up the image of a conquering war¬ 
rior, his gayness turns out to be as signifi¬ 
cant in the course of human events as that 
of Alexander the Great. The decisions Ep¬ 
stein made in orchestrating the Beatles’ me¬ 
teoric rise were both revolutionary and 
hugely informed by his being gay.

B y the time you are reading 
this, the corks have popped 
at the opening of the 24th 
San Francisco International Les¬ 
bian & Gay Film Festival, the pa¬ 
parazzi’s cameras are flashing, and 
you are there. You’re digging the 
vibe in the VIP tent of the “Festi¬ 
val Pavilion” (Castro parking lot). 
You’re discovering an unknown 
genius filmmaker. You’re dis¬ 
cussing semiotics with film-world 
intellectuals. You’re feeling up the 
Silver Screen’s latest beefcake 
squeeze. Or you’re living vicari¬ 
ously, through us! 

Can’t you just feel the excite¬ 
ment spin out of control? We love 
the buzz. Advance word is that 
one of the major film offerings is a 
real clunker, but we’ll leave it for 
you to guess which one. Mean¬ 
while, the miracle we allud¬ 
ed to a few weeks ago 
came true: the IMAX 
3-D film Siegfried & 

Roy: The Magic Box 
is being given an extra¬ 
special preview at the 
Film Fest, Thurs., June 
22 at 6 p.m., at the “un- 
mall” Metreon. But 
don’t S&R have 
two magic boxes 
between them? 

We’re promised face-to-snouts 
with S&R’s precious white tigers 
and some real industry lions. 
We’re promised Vegas glitz and 
Bavarian earthiness. We’re 
promised lots of Spandex. And we 
feel sure the gayest screening ever 
at the IMAX will prove definitively 
that, 60 years after the Third Reich, 
German homosexuals in leather 
with whips at their disposal are still 
scary. We don’t even know what to 
call a codpiece eight stories high. 

But enough about giant, 3-D 
pouches! Sometimes the greatest 
pleasures at the SFILGFF are really 
the simplest: short features made 
by independent filmmakers on 
limited budgets. Out There chatted 
with an old friend, LA director 
Lisa Ginsburg, whose 11-minute 
Override is one of the highlights of 
a program at the Victoria called 
Bad Girls, Bad Girls, Watcha Gonna 
Do (6/22). It’s the story of a wage 
slave who rebels against her nasty, 
patriarchal boss and finds love in 
the arms of a butch stranger, all set 
to the fierce music of SF cult dyke 


band The Hail Marys. 

“It’s about getting rid of the 
bad daddy, and finding the good 
one!” said Ginsburg. The Marys 
rock out for their adoring fans in 
an underground lesbo 
club, where butch brings 
femme, via a glam¬ 
orous elevator, at 
tale’s close. 

Ginsburg and her 
talented director of 
photography, Hrabba 
Gunnarsdottir, filmed 
the club scene at SF’s 
venerable Cafe 
DuNord. “I would 
have shot in LA, but 
I knew The Hail 
Marys would bring a fan base with 
them here that I could never repli¬ 
cate.” Lead singer/songwriter 
Jackie Strano and her riot grrls, 
who record on their own label, 
Panic Stricken Records, filled the 
DuNord with 150 of their devoted 
following. “So they were patient 
with us, because normally, extras 
get really bored.” 

It’s the HMs’ first video, and 
Ginsburg plans to edit a stripped- 
down music video-version of the 
concert footage for airplay. But it 
would be a shame to lose the 
story, or sweet newcomer Tara 
Ann Clay as femme Jen, and 
strapping discovery Skyler Coop¬ 
er as the butch bike messenger 
who whisks her away. It’s the first 
screen appearance for both; Stra¬ 
no spotted Cooper in a local- 
scene crowd. And there’s real 
chemistry going on between the 
women. As Ginsburg reminded 
us, “Part of the fantasy is submit¬ 
ting to a butch stranger!” 

Beat the press 

One Film Fest event you won’t 
see us promote is the so-called 
“Meet the Press” panel on review¬ 
ing LGBT film. Frameline has 
stocked the panel with established 
New York film critics and at least 
one questionable choice (noted 
film journal Pioneers?), but incred¬ 
ibly, no-one at Frameline bothered 
to pick up the phone and call us at 
the BAR for panelists from the local 


queer press. Just for the record: Our 
full stable of SF film writers pro¬ 
vides quality queer film coverage 
week after week, and we would put 
any one of them up against any film 
critic on either coast. 

Are SF cultural events forever 
going to bow toward Manhattan? 
It’s an appalling oversight, and we 
feel, franldy, that Frameline blew it. 

Goodbye to blokes 

Three Celtic cheers to pop 
star/Pope-ripper Sinead O’Con¬ 
nor, who came out with a splash 
last week to lesbian magazine 
Curve. “I’m a lesbian,” she told 
Curve. “I haven’t been very open 
about that, and throughout most of 
my life I’ve gone out with blokes 
because I haven’t necessarily been 
terribly comfortable about being a 
lesbian. But I actually am a lesbian.” 

Well, that’s pretty clear, we’d 
say. We’ve been listening to an ad¬ 
vance copy of O’Connor’s terrific 
new album Faith and Courage, to 
be released later this month. O’¬ 
Connor shows signs of both 
virtues. In the CD’s first single, 
“No Man’s Woman,” Sinead sings, 
“I don’t wanna be no man’s 
woman! I haven’t traveled this far 
to become no man’s woman!”Out 
There genuflects. 

Appalachian spring 

The San Francisco Ethnic 
Dance Festival, now in its 22nd 
year, opened last week, and will 
jump, spin, squat, twirl, swivel, 
sashay, and saunter around the 
Palace of Fine Arts Theater 
through June 25. On the first 
weekend of the Festival, it also 
stomped, thanks to the Appalachi¬ 
an-inspired all-male Barbary 
Coast Cloggers. With their fancy 
footwork and terpsichorean per¬ 
fection, the BCC have been wow¬ 
ing audiences for almost 20 years. 
Being light in the loafers is not a 
prerequisite for cloggerhood, but 
it helps. Since the troupe is large¬ 
ly gay, and performs regularly in

Bachelor party 

'The Secret of the Old Queen' at NCTC

%Jf ou might think that gay 
theater is well beyond seek- 

i ing tittering laughs from 
double entendre references to 
lube jobs and delicious buns, but 
The Secret of the Old Queen is a 
self-aware throwback to an era 
when innuendo was considered 
daring. Unfortunately, it’s not a 
device that can sustain a two- 
hour-plus show, at least not as in¬ 
consistently applied by its creators 
and realized at the New Conser¬ 
vatory Theatre Center. 

This musical send-up of the 
Hardy Boys mysteries begins 
promisingly enough, with the 
brothers parachuting out of a fal¬ 
tering airplane while singing 
about the glories of their home¬ 
town, a place where skies are al¬ 
ways blue, the bread is always 
white, and where “withdrawals 
don’t exceed deposits and there 
are no secrets in our closets.” 

It’s also the best scene in the 
show, highlighted by inventively 
chintzy props and an opening 
song with a cheery satire that is 
tunefully rendered. But, like the 
plane, the songs by Timothy Cope 
and Paul Boesing go into a tailspin 
(especially in their hesitant per¬ 
formances here), while the humor 
soon loses its freshness and focus, 
which director John Sowle’s occa¬ 
sionally awkward staging for 
Kaliyuga Arts can’t remedy. 

The story revolves around a 
series of burglaries striking the 
“bachelor elite” of Bayport, a 
town where euphemisms help 
sustain illusions. Fearing he is 
next in line, millionaire philan¬ 
thropist and gentleman recluse 
Cornelius Digby hires Frank and 
Joe to guard the provocatively 
phallic statue he is donating to 
the local museum. 

The collision of Digby’s barely 
disguised lasciviousness with the 
boys’ ’50s-style innocence pro¬ 
vides some comic sparks, but 
Boesing’s script doesn’t know 
how to sustain this winning tone. 
When the boys’ Aunt Gertrude 
sings an obvious song complain¬ 
ing about confusions in gender 
identity, it unrewardingly pulls 
the show from its mythical world 
into something closer to contem¬ 
porary reality. 

The cast is at its best when it is 
not singing. As the Hardy Boys, 
Patrick Michael Dukeman as Joe 
is the more comically able of the 
two (and looks better in drag), 
while handsome Jared Fortunato 
offers an appealing earnestness. 
As Joe’s girlfriend Iola, Jessica 


Shelley Lynn Johnson as Electra Carstairs in The Secret of the Old Queen 


Jackson, one of the show’s few 
singers, also has a delightfully wry 
way of sending up her intention¬ 
ally arcane patter. Gina Falchetta, 
as Frank’s girl Callie, has some 
bright moments as well. 

Jonathan Simpson engagingly 
plays the Hardys’ nerdy friend. 
Stephen Pawley scores laughs 
early on as old-queen Digby, but 
they-lessen as the plot convolutes. 
(He also doubles, less memorably, 
as the chief of police.) Shelley 
Lynn Johnson can’t get beyond 
the granny wig and glasses as 
Aunt Gertrude, but her style is 
better suited to the flamboyant 
pretense of shopkeeper Electra 
Carstairs, a character who 
nonetheless adds little to the pro¬ 
ceedings. Richard Pardini, as a 
loutish thug, has a wicked laugh 
that earns return laughter. Steven 
Patterson is underused as Frank 
and Joe’s father. * 

The Secret of the Old Queen has 
proved a great success for a small 
theater in Chicago, though one 
must wonder if tastes there are dif¬ 
ferent or if the production is better 
able to overcome the script’s short¬ 
comings. In San Francisco, the Old 
Queen runs out of steam long be¬ 
fore intermission arrives. V

A fter directing Full Gallop, 
the one-woman show 
about Diana Vreeland, 
Nicholas Martin was in demand 
for one-person shows. “And I did¬ 
n’t want to do another one as long 
as I lived,” Martin said. 

But when he got dragged to a 
reading of a new play titled Fully 
Committed, he couldn’t resist. “Not 
because the subject matter is hot, 
though it is, but because the writing 
was so above average and the young 
actor was so winning in a retiring 
sort of way,” Martin said. “It’s a con¬ 
temporary Henry Fonda thing.” 

When Fully Committed opened 
off-Broadway last year, it became 
an instant hit in restaurant-crazed

New York. The producers are hop¬ 
ing that San Francisco, another 
city where dining out is a fixation, 
will prove fertile ground for this 
comedy set in the manic milieu of 
a hot new restaurant. It opens this 
week at Theatre on the Square. 

In the San Francisco produc¬ 
tion, Ethan Sandler is playing Sam, 
a tour de force role that brought 
acclaim to the equally 
unknown Mark Setlock 
in New York. “It’s hard 
to find someone who 
can do 40 voices honest¬ 
ly and still have this in¬ 
definable quality of 
sweetness and patience 
which is essential to the 
show,” Martin said. 

“The kind of guys 
who do a million 
impersonations are 
usually not sweet and retiring, but 
Ethan has that quality.” 

In Becky Mode’s play, Sam is 
the reservationist at the hot new 
restaurant, sequestered in the 
restaurant’s basement with a tele¬ 
phone to deal with the many atti¬ 
tudes, personalities, and stories of 
those clamoring for a table. Sam is 
a would-be actor, and a slender 
plot about his career and family 
winds its way through the barrage 
of phone calls. 

“We had our pick of actors for 
San Francisco,” Martin said, “and 
some of them well-known, but 


nobody quite had this quality that 
Ethan has.” The director identified 
Sean Hayes, of TV’s Will and 
Grace, as one of the candidates. 

“Sean almost did it,” Martin 
said, “and I wouldn’t have been 
able to resist that because he is so 
good on that show, but I had no 
way of telling if he could do this 
part. If you get too crazy and 
campy with this piece, it 
won’t work at all.” 

Ironically, Martin 
began his theater career 
as an actor who was, well, 
crazy and campy. “I was 
certainly recognizably 
gay,” he said. “I could be 
outrageous in small parts 
that I made big. And 
then I got tired of it.” 
That’s when he 
turned to directing. 

Martin, now in his early 60s, 
came out in college, but he doubts 
it took anybody by surprise. 
“There’s a certain kind of kid who 
sees Ethel Merman and immedi¬ 
ately wants to be in show business 
and comes out,” he said. “I’m from 
a funny little town in New Jersey 
called Roosevelt that was an art 
colony. Because there were so 
many artists there, it made any 
kind of coming out easy.” 

In the fall, Martin will become 
the new artistic director of the 
Huntington Theatre Company in 
Boston. “I just couldn’t resist the 
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theater or the town or the oppor¬ 
tunity to choose my own shows 
and directors and actors,” he said. 
“Not in a power-hungry way, but 
because in New York, you’re just so 
much putty in everybody’s hands.” 

He also can’t helping wondering 
if romance won’t present itself again 
as he moves to a new city. “It isn’t 
during your failures or down peri¬ 
ods that you long to be with some¬ 
one,” Martin said, “it’s when success 
arrives, and you’re not sending the 
clippings home to Mom anymore, 
and you wish someone was there to 
share it. But I don’t want to whine 
in a gay newspaper.” 

After years of living in a third- 
floor walk-up in the Village, Mar¬ 
tin is surprised himself that he’ll 
be moving into a building with a 
doorman and an elevator in 
Boston. “I don’t ever want to 
change what’s youthful about my 
outlook,” he said, “but it’s time to 
have an elevator.” 

Fully Committed — the phrase 
is restaurant-speak for booked 
solid — is previewing through 
June 18 at Theatre on the Square, 
with opening night set for June 
20. Call 433-9500. 

‘Gaveston’ the musical 

The creators of Gaveston 
weren’t planning on having ACT’s 
Edward II as a lead-in, but they’re 
happy it worked out that way. 
Local audiences have been primed 
for their musical variation on the 
story *of the 14th-century 


monarch and his male lover. 

Ken Prestininzi, the librettist 
and lyricist, first had the notion for 
a musical centered on King Ed¬ 
ward’s notorious lover several 
years ago. Last July, Prestininzi and 
composer Christopher Winslow, 
who had previously collaborated 
on a musical version of Peer Gynt, 
set out to create Gaveston. The re¬ 
sults debut this week at St. Grego¬ 
ry’s Nyssen Episcopal Church on 
De Haro near Mariposa. 

“For years we have been writ¬ 
ing with different collaborators, 
and it wasn’t until we hooked up 
that we felt a little spark,” Winslow 
said. “Something about his words 
allowed me to go to a different 
place with my music.” 

Audiences shouldn’t fear that 
Gaveston, which is primarily sung- 
through, is a New Age atonal 
piece. “I love a melody,” Winslow 
said. “One of my biggest influ¬ 
ences is Frank Loesser, with a 
more contemporary twist to it.” 

The musical tells the historical 
story from the viewpoint of the 
lover. “In our telling of it,” Winslow 
said, “Gaveston has been with 
many people, and this is the first 
time he lets himself fall in love.” 

Winslow, who felt ACT’s pro¬ 
duction went overboard with the 
nudity and blood, promises a pro¬ 
duction that leaves more to the 
imagination. “Too much is actual¬ 
ized these days,” he said. “Our imag¬

' Rake's Progress' dwarfed by War Memorial

jf% travinsky’s The Rake’s 
Progress is a modern opera 
(1951) based on an 18th-cen¬ 
tury model, specifically Mozart’s 
Don Giovanni. San Francisco 
Opera is currently performing the 
two works in repertory, and while 
that highlights their pleasing sym¬ 
metries, it also grimly underlines 
the problems of casting 18th-cen¬ 
tury opera in the gargantuan War 
Memorial Opera House. 

There are those who insist that 
Don Giovanni and Rake’s Progress 
simply do not belong in a 3,200-seat 
house. Yet, like the 1996 Civic Audi¬ 
torium experience — where, for the 
privilege of hearing Sergei Leiferkus 
in Prince Igor, Olga Borodina in 
Carmen, Karita Mattila in Lohen¬ 
grin and the entire Tales of Hoff¬ 
mann, “electronic enhancement” 
was a small price to pay — the al¬ 
ternative to not hearing Mozart, 
Coronation of Poppea or Rake’s 
Progress because the opera house is 
too big is not to be considered. On 
the other hand, at the Civic, howev¬ 
er “altered” the voices may have 
been, you could hear them. 

Last week I went on — some 
felt too stringently — about the 
egregious undercasting in 
Mozart’s masterpiece: a Leporello 
you literally couldn’t hear; a 
Donna Anna who ran out of steam 
during “Non mi dir.” My question 
was, who is responsible for hiring 
singers who can’t hack a role, and 
then letting them go onstage any-

way? The general director? The 
music director? Some powerful 
agents who shall remain nameless? 

It is true that, in addition to the 
monstrous size of the house, the 
composer himself does not make 
it easy on singers. Anne Truelove, 
the heroine of Rake’s Progress, in 
addition to appearing sweet, virtu¬ 
ous and tender, requires a Violet¬ 
ta-like instrument that commands 
innocent soubrette effusions in the 
pastoral opening, a melting lyric 
soprano in the final scene and 
heroic coloratura for the 
three-part aria that ends Act One 
on an explosive high C. SFO sacri¬ 
ficed Rebecca Evans, a pretty 
British soprano who is probably 
most happy singing Zerlina, in this 
Donna Anna-sized role. She was 
only audible about half the time. 
.When compassion was called for 
in the Bedlam scene, the middle of 
her voice proved ideally warm. But 
she has a nasty habit of squeezing 
onto certain notes — probably a 
mechanism devised to help her 
through a part that is clearly too 
heavy, at least in this opera house. 

Overshadowed 

Raymond Very is not prepos¬ 
sessing physically or vocally; short, 
dumpy tenors are only appealing 
if they have big, glamorous, sexy 
voices. He nailed Tom’s mad scene 
touchingly, but in the cavernous 
War Memorial, the unrakelike 
Very sounded and looked puny 
next to the Nick Shadow of Bryn 
Terfel. In a small house like Glyn- 
debourne, the Welshman’s out- 
sized personality and booming 
bass-baritone might be downright 
unbearable. But in the War Memo¬ 
rial, he is heaven, so why doesn’t 
SFO management honor his talent 
by finding a Tom and Anne “up to 
his weight,” to quote one of the late 
Barbara Cartland’s favorite hunt¬ 
ing maxims? 

It’s too bad, because the David 
Hockney production, directed by 
John Cox and first seen here in 
1982, holds up as one of the cen¬ 
tury’s most appealing operatic set¬ 
tings. Hockney’s primary colors 
and Hogarthian cross-hatching 
produce a stunning effect, both 
ironic and aesthetically pleasing. 
My favorite scene is the black-and- 


white auction, with its humanizing 
touches of red, blue and green. 
David Cangelosi’s Sellem and Ian 
Robertson’s SFO chorus outdid 
themselves. (I adore the woman 
who scores the stuffed auk, which 
I have coveted since 1982.) 

Here is where Brian Asawa’s Baba 
the Turk was most effective. Daintier 
and more graceful than the women 
who have essayed the part in the past 
at SFO, Asawa commands the stage 
with big, easy gestures. His coun¬ 
tertenor-mezzo is sweeter and more 
feminine than Mignon Dunn’s or 
Victoria Vergara’s ever was, though 
honesty compels me to note that he, 
too, had some projection problems 
on a few notes. Asawa’s Baba is so ra¬ 
tional and humane, to say nothing 
of being so adorable in harem pan¬ 
taloons, that I wanted to take him 
home from the auction, along with 
the auk. 

Cox’s direction would have 
looked sharper with better 
singing. When Very couldn’t mas¬ 
ter the pitch or shape the line in 
Tom’s cavatina, “Love, too fre¬ 
quently betrayed,” his lack of mu¬ 
sical precision undercut the 
scene’s painful reality of an inno¬ 
cent being debauched. When 
Evans couldn’t make a emotional¬ 
ly climactic moment out of Anne’s 
high C (this is an operatic device 
used as metaphor), the first act 
curtain fell with a thud. 

Possibly the fact that Evans, 
Very and conductor Markus Stenz 
were performing their parts for the 
first time accounts for the 
evening’s tentativeness and lack of 
projection. (And one can blame 
Stravinsky’s prolixity, too, though 
one understands that 18th-centu¬ 
ry musical forms require repeti¬ 
tion.) Yet whenever the evening 
seemed to sag, even in the epi¬ 
logue, there was Terfel to liven 
things up. He may be in your face 
more than you like, but more of 
that aggression is required if opera 
on stage is to continue to thrill us. 
Otherwise, we might as well stay at 
home with our CD collections. ▼

A fascination and gravitas 
lilP lacking in feature films. 
There’s something reassuringly 
grounded in seeing real people 
facing real problems and coping, 
overcoming, or even yielding to 
them. This year’s SFILGFF has a 
superior selection of docs that 
cover an extensive queer geogra¬ 
phy. The best of these can stand 
with any of the major mainstream 
documentaries of the past few 
years. 

One of the best of the lot is 
Laurie Collyer’s Nuyorican Dream 
(6/17), a heartbreaking look at the 
inner workings of a Puerto Rican 
family in Brooklyn. The film is a 
kind of inverted Real World, with 
the privileged brats of that MTV 
show replaced by a tight-knit fam¬ 
ily in a constant Struggle with 
poverty, drugs, and prison. The 
glue that binds them, barely, is the 
long-suffering mother, Marta, 
whose devotion to her kids some¬ 
how sees them through a succes¬ 
sion of tragedies. Her gay son, 
Robert, escaped the drug-and- 
prison treadmill to graduate from 
college and got into teaching, and 
in some ways he’s as important a 
force in the family dynamic as his 
mother, counseling, chastising, 
and supporting his siblings by 
turns. A birthday party in which 
he reads a simple poem to his 
mother unleashes a tidal wave of 
emotion that will leave few view¬ 
ers unmoved. 

One of the pleasures of Nuyor¬ 
ican Dream is that it situates its 
subject in the social and cultural 
context of the impoverished im¬ 
migrant. Zackie Achmat’s Apostles 
of Civilised Vice (6/23) also pro¬ 
vides context for its story, but on a 
wider historical scale. The film is 
a consistently engaging history of 
an oppressed group, South Africa’s 
queer population, from colonial 
times to today. Re-enactments, 
normally the bane of the docu¬ 
mentary form, are done with 
charm and wit here, exploring 
phenomena little known in the 
West, such as mock-marriages be¬ 
tween miners and their “boys.” 
South Africa had its own homo- 
phobic authors, doctors, and 
other “respected” authorities who 
made the very concept of being 
gay “un-African,” but their voices 
were eventually silenced by time 
and struggle. The effects of libera¬ 
tion in the Mandela era are giddi¬ 
ly realized in lush images of

queens splashing happily in the 
water and singing in exultation. 

Smoke rings 

AIDS was a staple subject in 
the festival for many years; in 
2000, it’s there, but not always as 
the driving theme. In Jem Cohen 
and Peter Sillen’s Benjamin Smoke 
(6/17), the syndrome is part of a 
mosaic of motifs that form a su¬ 
perb picture of Benjamin (no last 
name), a drag queen and singer 
for the Atlanta cult band Smoke. 
This gritty doc travels through a 
series of seedy locales, physical 
and psychic, from the impover¬ 
ished “Cabbage Town” where he 
was raised to the mood-drenched 
queer punk music that made bet¬ 
ter-known talents like Patti Smith 
into huge fans. Benjamin’s husky 
drawl and colorful patois — “It 
knocked my dick in the dirt” — 
make him irresistible, even as he 
drifts toward death. 

Another fine film that has an 
AIDS theme is Jacqui North’s 
Chrissy (6/24). This Australian doc 
details the crushing effect of its sub¬ 
ject’s coping, and eventual yielding, 
to the disease — on herself and her 
devoted family.- Like Benjamin 
Smoke, the film is unabashedly 
emotional without sliding into 
bathos, always a temptation with 
this genre. Interviews with family 
members and friends show that 
family, so often a source of misery 
for anyone who doesn’t conform, 
can be supportive and healing 
when extreme circumstances arise. 

Conformity is hardly the word 
for the subjects of Mark Achbar’s 
excellent Two Brides and a Scalpel 
(6/24). Burly George Scott, a Cana¬ 
dian tractor driver, becomes 
Georgina during the course of the 
film, in the process divorcing his 
wife and starting a new life with 
lesbian Linda Fraser. All the med¬ 
ical details are here, and in close- 
up, along with campy visual quotes 
from Doris Wishman’s exploita¬ 
tion classic Let Me Die a Woman. 
But most inspiring is the women’s 
loving dynamic, which manages to 
overcome the often daunting prob¬ 
lems associated with transgender¬ 
ing. Two Brides and a Scalpel man¬ 
ages a fully fleshed-out portrait of 
its two principals in a mere 55- 
minute running time. 


Power + Glory (6/23). Shot in a 
grainy verite style that’s no doubt 
appropriate to its .subject, the film 
gives us interviews, performance 
footage, and the endless cosmic 
prattling for which Hagen is 
known. Ninety-two minutes of 
Hagen is probably too much by

O kay, so you blew it. You missed Queer As Folk, the most 
talked-about event of last year’s SF Gay/Lesbian Film Fest. 
This year you have a chance to redeem yourself when the 
original eight-episode saga is screened, in two sessions, at the Roxie. 
There has never been anything like this queer British soap opera 
which scandalized jolly old England with its up-front sexuality and 
take-no-prisoners gay subject matter. 

Meet Stuart, the sexaholic lothario who prowls Manchester’s 
Canal Street nightly, looking for fresh meat. Study his best friend, 
Vince, who works in a supermarket and may — or may not — be 
in love with Stuart. Marvel at the charms of 15-year-old Nathan, as 
Stuart brings him out of the closet and introduces him to the joys 
of rimming. And laugh out loud at the mixed bag of gay and 
straight friends who orbit around this high-energy trio of ruling 
planets. Nothing has ever captured the tawdry magnificence of the 
urban gay male experience as honestly as this series. 

You can now rent these original Queer As Folk episodes at Su¬ 
perstar Video on 17th St. in the Castro, but they must be viewed in 
sequence, and they’re always checked out. Anyway, Superstar rents 
the three tapes separately, and the cost of attending the two screen¬ 
ings at the Roxie is about the same as the cost of renting. Plus, at the 
Roxie, you’ll get to enjoy the slackjawed, gut-busting guffaws of a 
raucous roomful of randy gay boys. If you can’t get a date at one of 
these screenings, you might as well trade in your come-fuck-me 
pumps for a pair of Birkenstocks, because you are over. ▼

The second coming 

'Queer As Folk's new installment at Fest

Wffi hey’re baaaack! Those 
it tough-talking queer boys 
I from Manchester, and their 
Brit friends, are up to no good 
once again in Queer As Folk 2, the 
sequel to the wildly popular 1999 
English soap opera. This time 
there are only two episodes, but 
director Menhaj Huda and writer 
Russell T. Davies maintain the 
honesty of the original series, 
while adopting a more serious 
tone. Exposing heterosexual 
hypocrisy is the order of the day, 
and blowing up a car is just one 
tool at the disposal of these queer 
characters. 

Stuart (Aidan Gillen), at the 
ancient age of 30, discovers his 
physical charms are becoming less 
competitive in the marketplace. As 
this sequel opens, he and best 
friend Vince (Craig Kelly) are 
about to consummate their long¬ 
term platonic relationship via a 
threeway with a boy they picked 
up. Meanwhile, young Nathan 
(Charlie Hunnam) — on the 
verge of 16 — is hotter and 
hornier than ever. But Nathan’s 
splashy debut on the local gay 
scene brings him constant harass¬ 
ment at his high school. And al¬ 
though Stuart remains wildly suc¬ 
cessful in both business and boys’ 
bedrooms, his smart-mouthed, 
8-year-old nephew actually tries 
to blackmail him. If Stuart doesn’t 
give the little monster 100 quid, 
he’ll not only “out” Stuart to his 


parents, but allege that Stuart mo¬ 
lested him. With these issues on 
the table, the final two episodes 
take the series to a more con¬ 
frontational plane. But you’ll still 
laugh out loud at the outrageous¬ 
ness of the participants. 

The three lead actors make a 
seamless transition back to the 
characters they played in the orig¬ 
inal series, and their dead-On por¬ 
trayals give life to gay archetypal 
roles. The story’s setting, in the 
gritty Northern industrial town of 
Manchester, adds an effective ele¬ 
ment of community to the char¬ 


acters and their lives. These peo¬ 
ple live in a relatively small world, 
where friends stick together and 
everybody’s business is in your 
face. When Stuart and Vince go to 
the wedding of Vince’s sister, they 
not only take the dance floor to¬ 
gether, but Stuart challenges the 
groom’s mindless observation that 
Vince’s sexuality is “such a waste.” 
Yet this challenge is nothing com¬ 
pared to the sledgehammer ap¬ 
proach Stuart uses to come out to 
his parents.

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For hardcore festivalgoers, the 
franchise series Fun In Boys’/Girls’ 
Shorts returns in fine form for its 
Castro double-dip (6/17, Boys: 11 
a.m.; Girls: 1:15 p.m. Repeated 
Gay Day, Boys: 1 p.m.; Girls: 3 
p.m.) Director Carl Pfirman (win¬ 
ner of last year’s Audience Award 
for his sibling rivalry comedy Boy 
Next Door) returns with The Con¬ 
fession: a dying man’s wish to be 
absolved of his sins gets a twisted 
treatment in the battle between 
his lover and a feckless young 
priest over custody of “the body of 
Christ.” In Bradley Rust Grat’s 
evocatively-lensed road short 
Hitch, two young men find their 
friendship crossing the center line 
after a week cooped up in a Volk¬ 
swagen camper. Hitch is a short 
film which demonstrates the ca¬ 
pability of the form to capture 
life’s sweet surprises. 

Girl Shorts has its share of bit¬ 
tersweet moments: Weeki Wachee 
Girls is a Miss Manners course in 
how not to react to the discovery 
that your best girlfriend is kissing 
a girl you thought she hated. Di¬ 
rector Kim Cummings nicely bal¬ 
ances the humor of the story with 
an adroit use of cheesy rock and 
underwater photography. In Ash¬ 
ley, 22, a shy dyke’s first date with 
an impossibly blonde dreamboat 
goes hilariously wrong; and 
clothes fetishes (from bras to boys’ 
BVDs) are the undoing of the 
casts of Bargain Lingerie and the 
wacky Aussie world of Above the 
Dust Level. 

Lesbian filmmaker Barbara 
Hammer gets a long overdue life¬ 
time achievement award and festi¬ 
val retrospective spread out over 
several programs. Hammer, whose 
early subversive shorts decon¬ 
structed daily dyke dramas with 
visual wit and attention to detail, 
has in recent years given herself to 
the completion of a trilogy of les¬ 
bian history films, Nitrate Kisses, 
Tender Fictions and the just-fin¬ 
ished History Lessons. Early Works 
screen at the Roxie 6/18 at 5:30 
p.m. Nitrate Kisses and Tender Fic¬ 
tions play the Roxie 6/19 8c 20 at 6 
p.m. History Lessons is at the Cas¬ 
tro 6/21 at 8:15 p.m. ▼

demonstrate how the perverted 
science of eugenics was employed 
by the Nazis to accuse queers of 
corrupting the blood of the Ger¬ 
man people. They show how this 
played out for men like Gad Beck, 
unlucky enough to be both queer 
and Jewish; and how another gay 
German went from serving time 
for being queer to joining Hitler’s 
army because “that’s where all the 
men were.” Paragraph 175 gets its 
Castro debut in a program 
co-sponsored by the San Francis¬ 
co Jewish Film Festival (6/20, 8 
p.m.) 

In No One Sleeps, a liberated 
and very stubborn gay German 
takes up his late father’s quest to 
unwrap the mystery of how AIDS 
came to spread so rapidly through 
the ranks of queer men. Stefan 
makes an ill-received talk at a 
medical conference in San Fran¬ 
cisco before his work and love life 
get dangerously complicated by 
the pursuit of an opera-loving se¬ 
rial killer, who is offing HIV-pos¬ 
itive men while humming the aria 
“Nessun dorma.” German director 
Jochen Hick follows Stefan’s in¬ 
creasingly distracted investigation 
through a sexy labyrinth of San 
Francisco S&M dungeons, fast- 
lane parties and backroom bars, 
with a pit stop at the Opera 
House. Everywhere Stefan goes — 
in cabs, bars and the hallways of 
his seedy Tenderloin hotel — Puc¬ 
cini is playing, as Stefan, fueled by 
drugs, coffee, and very little sleep, 
follows his nose for the truth and 
his lust for a crazy leather queen. 
A compelling noir set against the 
background of today’s medical 
headlines, No One Sleeps is ulti¬ 
mately most satisfying as a jour¬ 
ney of self-discovery. (Castro, 
6/19,10:15 p.m.) 

Killers return 

This is the first year the Festi¬ 
val has really indulged in that old 
TV standby, the summer rerun. 
Several programs feature past au¬ 
dience favorites, and the Killer Les¬ 
bian series takes that idea one sub¬ 
lime step further and brings back 
films that were never shown by 
Frameline in the first place — in¬ 
cluding one ( Basic Instinct) that 
was boycotted by the community 
here during its filming in the early 
’90s. Feminist film critic B. Ruby 
Rich sets the stage for the festival’s 
gore fest with a Killer Lesbians 
video clip program at the Victoria 
(6/19, 7:45 p.m.) In her seminal 
1998 book on feminist film histo¬ 
ry, Chick Flicks, Rich delves into 
male fears about women who kill, 
noting the irony that a phenome¬ 
non need not be real to be worth 
studying: “Innumerable studies 
testify, women do not kill men in 
our society; overwhelmingly, men 
kill women. But what if women 
did? And what if men feared such 
a deed?” 

Pour over this lurid fantasy 
material a steamy helping of Les¬ 
bian Chic, and you have a decade’s

worth of lethal screen dykes: Basic 
Instinct (Castro, 6/20, 3 p.m.), 
Bound (Castro, 6/23, 3:30 p.m.), 
Heavenly Creatures (Castro, 6/21, 
3:30 p.m.), topped off by Russ 
Meyer’s 1965 camp classic, Faster, 
Pussycat! Kill! Kill! (Castro, 6/19, 
3:30 p.m.), John Waters’ pick for 
“the best film ever made.” Note 
the soap opera-like daily schedul¬ 
ing, and you have a week’s worth 
of guilty pleasure classics. 

While we’re on the subject of 
golden chestnuts, the festival’s 
First Films series remembers the 
debut efforts of such homo film 
divas as Jan Oxenberg ( Home 
Movie, 1972), Terence Davies 
(Children, 1976), Amos Gutman 
(A Safe Place, 1977), Gus Van Sant 
(My New Friend, 1985) and Mar¬ 
lon Riggs ( Affirmations, 1990). 
Piece de resistance of the Festival’s 
back pages is Mark Christopher’s 
moving disco elegy The Dead Boys 
Club, which brought an early-’90s 
Castro audience screaming to its 
feet. First Films screen at the Roxie 
6/18-20 at 8 p.m. 

A distincdy American cult clas¬ 
sic, Charles Busch’s Psycho Beach 
Party, makes its long-awaited 
screen debut in a version that will 
doubtless be controversial for 
many fans of drag diva theatre. 
There probably isn’t a queen read¬ 
ing this who hasn’t played or fan¬ 
tasized playing Chicklet or Marvel 
Ann, two of the great drag theatre 
roles of all time. Chicklet, with her 
multiple personalities (S&M 
dominatrix Ann Bowman, sub¬ 
limely repressed teen chick Flo¬ 
rence Forest, tough street girl Ty- 
lene) sprung from the zany mind 
of Busch, who originated the role 
Off-Broadway in an homage both 
to the wonderfully tasteless low- 
budget ’50s beach films and to his 
own early career as a theatrical 
quick-change artist. Busch and 
Beach Party director Robert Lee 
King have changed a few things: 
not only are Chicklet and Marvel 
Ann played by biological women 
Lauren Ambrose and Amy Adams, 
but they put a little more empha¬ 
sis on the Psycho part of the Beach 
Party (several of the film’s surfside 
denizens get more than their 
pubes shaved). With a highly styl¬ 
ized look, an original music score, 
a very funny use of rear projec¬ 
tion, and Busch’s scene-stealing 
supporting role as a sexy lady cop, 
the film wears its makeover with 


panache. Don’t be upset if many 
at the Castro (6/18,7 p.m.) say the 
lines along with or even before the 
actors on screen. 

If lust One Time seems oddly 
familiar, you’re not imagining 
things, you probably have seen 
this new feature before, as 
writer/director/producer/actor 
Lane Jagger’s 1998 short of the 
same name. The sitcomy idea of 
what would happen if the tables 
were turned on a man’s fantasy of 
having his girlfriend and another 
woman in bed gets fleshed out. 
The short’s original cast returns 
with a few more screen credits 
under their belts: Joelle Carter 
(High Fidelity), Jennifer Esposito 
(the remake of Shaft), and Guiller¬ 
mo Diaz ( Shooting Vegetarians). 
Good Friday night date fare (Cas¬ 
tro, 6/16, 8:45 p.m.)

Measly ‘Beast’ 

Downsized Disney at the Orpheum

S omewhere down on the list 
of reasons we don’t live in 
Tulsa is that we expect our 
touring musicals to be part of the 
first string. 

But the production of Disney’s 
Beauty and the Beast that opened 
last week at the Orpheum Theatre 
was designed to play Tulsa, where 
it debuted 10 months ago, and 
other cities without the facilities 
or the audiences to warrant the 
extended stays that larger produc¬ 
tions logistically require. It’s a real 
comedown from the Broadway 
edition and the earlier touring fac¬ 
similes. 

The blame for our reduced sit¬ 
uation is fairly benign — the Or¬ 
pheum was under renovation 
when the grander tours were still 
making the rounds — but the sad 
fact is that without all the bells 
and whistles,. Beaufy and the Beast 
is rather meager fare. 

Even in its $12 million Broad¬ 
way incarnation, the musical is a 
two-dimensional affair, a live ver¬ 
sion of an animated film that was 
praised for its resemblance to an 
old-fashioned Broadway musical. 
But in its earlier days, at least, the 
Broadway production had a spec¬ 
tacle that contributed a welcome 
vibrancy. Kids loved it, but adults 
could also get wrapped up in the 
theatrics behind the storybook 
tale. 

The best example of this is in 
the purposefully over-the-top “Be 
Our Guest” number, which uses 
every production-number cliche 
to happily bamboozle the audi¬ 
ence. It worked on Broadway and 
in the previous tours, but at the 
Orpheum it is definitely under¬ 
nourished. With a diminished 
cast, set, and pyrotechnics, it 
comes across as more cheesy than 
cheery. 

In scene after scene, the 
stripped-down scenery is obvious 
to anyone who has seen the show 


before. But Belle’s now-miniatur¬ 
ized village or the flat drop that 
serves as Gaston’s lair are not 
nearly as nettlesome as the Beast’s 
minimalist castle. Even those who 
are seeing Beauty and the Beast Tor 
the first time, and who don’t know 
what they’re missing, will proba¬ 
bly sense that this isn’t all there is. 

It’s hard to blame the cast for 
these concerns, and Susan Owen 
and Grant Norman in the title 
roles have perk and polish. The 
Beast’s castle staff, led by Ron Wis- 
niski as Lumiere and John Alban 
Coughlan as Cogsworth, provide 
spirited support. But Chris Hoch 
creates a lesser Gaston, and Ron 
Lee Savin’s work as Belle’s father is 
ordinary. 

What looks less than ordinary 
are the ensemble numbers limply 
choreographed by Matt West and 


equally performed by the compa¬ 
ny. Robert Jess Roth’s direction 
doesn’t deny that its inspiration is 
a cartoon, and there is some 
humor in this live-action anima¬ 
tion, but largely the staging fol¬ 
lows the by-the-numbers ap¬ 
proach of Linda Woolverton’s 
book and Alan Menken, Howard 
Ashman and Tim Rice’s songs. 

There might be enough life in 
this Beauty and the Beast to enter¬ 
tain the young ’uns, but the pride 
that the Disney people like to ex¬ 
press at introducing a new gener¬ 
ation to the theater rings a little 
less true these days. T

ducer and director Anthony Wall, to 
be screened at this year’s San Fran¬ 
cisco Lesbian and Gay Film Festival. 

“He was one of the great origi¬ 
nal tragic stories of the new rock 
era,” Wall told the Bay Area Reporter 
during a recent visit to San Francis¬ 
co, “a kind of person that changed 
the world. He died in 1967, four 
years after he was running a record 
shop in Liverpool, absolutely un¬ 
known to the world. Then he man¬ 
aged to become one of the most fa¬ 
mous people on earth.” 

Brian and ‘the boys’ 

Wall’s documentary, produced 
in cooperation with Paul McCart¬ 
ney and many others close to Ep¬ 
stein, benefits enormously from 
having first-hand access to 
archival footage of Epstein and his 
“boys,” as he was forever calling 
the Beatles. We get to see intimate 
views of John, Paul, George and 
Ringo, often together with Ep¬ 
stein, learn about their party 
habits, meet their friends and col¬ 
leagues of yore, hear them as they 
rehearse and perform, and relate 
to them on a profoundly human 
level, rather than at the level of 
untouchable superstars. 

The striking thing in the film is 
the contrast starkly revealed be¬ 
tween the rough-and-ready boys, 
with their working-class accents 
and manners, and the refined, im¬ 
peccably tailored, elegant Epstein, 
whose personal style masked his 
attraction to “rough trade,” as 
made clear from interviews with 
those close to him. Though Wall 
steers away from delving into the 
details of Epstein’s love life, he in 
no way shies from conveying the 
nature of Epstein’s desires. The 
film revels in telling the story of 
Epstein’s gayness, in many ways 
emphasizing that being gay deter¬ 
mined the course of his life. In 
particular, especially in a contem¬ 
porary interview with an affable 
and articulate Paul McCartney, it 
seems clear that the question of 
whether Epstein’s well-known love 
for John Lennon remained unre¬ 
quited or not becomes central to 
almost everything else in assessing 
the man’s life and tragic death. 

Did he or did he not have a 
one-time fling with Lennon in the 
south of Spain, just a week after Ju¬ 
lian Lennon was born? Did he or 
did he not commit suicide over the 
hopelessness of his love, or was his 
death accidental, as officially ruled? 

“The trouble is, the only two 
people who really know are dead,” 
says Wall, who nimbly raises the 
issues in the film, delicately bal¬ 
ancing points of view and, per¬ 
haps, softening the edges of the 
controversy. Moreover, he adds, 
“Lennon would certainly not have 
been above saying one thing to 
this person and another thing to 
that person.” 

The film’s US producer, Debbie 
Geller, joins with Wall in explain¬ 
ing that “one of the evergreen and 
reductionist views of the Beatles 
arid Brian Epstein was that Epstein 
was in love with John Lennon, and 
that was really his only interest in 
the group, and that had he not had 
that hangdog, unrequited love — 
which only came true in that one 
little instance in Barcelona — then 
the Beatles never would have hap¬ 
pened.” This view, she insists, does 
“a real disservice to Brian Epstein.” 

Lennon the tease 

Geller does feel that Lennon 
most likely teased Epstein about 
being gay, maybe even manipulat¬ 
ed his attraction “as a way of 
maintaining power over him.” 
From the outset, Epstein’s gayness 
was known to the Beatles and 
completely accepted. But a bit of 


perversity in the relationship 
seemed inevitable. 

“Brian liked a bit of punish¬ 
ment,” says Wall. “So Lennon — 
that was his stock in trade, dishing 
out, taking people to the end of 
their tether, seeing how far he could 
push them. And they were all very 
amusing, witty, but Lennon had 
that sort of ambitiousness about it, 
seeing what he could do next.” 

In the film, McCartney ad¬ 
dresses the question of whether 
Epstein and Lennon ever had sex, 
and considers the possibility un¬ 
likely but not impossible. Even if 
something did happen between 
them, though, he believes the mat¬ 
ter relatively insignificant. 

McCartney’s obvious eager¬ 
ness to address the question on 
screen is remarkable. Geller ex¬ 
plains that during the interview, 
McCartney said: “Are you going to 
ask about his being gay? No one 
ever asks me about that.” Consid¬ 
ering the extent to which the Bea¬ 
tles’ lives and careers have been 
put under a microscope, this 
omission in the record seems as¬ 
tounding, but it helps explain Mc¬ 
Cartney’s readiness to take part in 
the film project. Says Wall: “He 
didn’t need any persuasion, be¬ 
cause he himself had come to this 
point where he thought it was 
time to tell the story. He was quite 


clear that he wanted to do it be¬ 
cause it was time the record was 
set straight, and that Epstein had 
been largely forgotten and hadn’t 
been given his due.” 

The portrait of Epstein that 
emerges is one of a fantastically am¬ 
bitious, driven, fastidious and bril¬ 
liantly passionate man, handsome 
yet woefully unlucky in love, who 
repeatedly put himself in harm’s 
way because of his secret desires. 

Apart from his obvious (and 
necessarily platonic) love for his 
“boys,” Epstein was never able to 
establish a lasting love relation¬ 
ship. One California lad, Diz 
Gillespie, whom some character¬ 
ize as a hustler, for a time seemed 
to be working out for Epstein. But 
the relationship turned sour. 

“Everybody’s down on Diz,” 
says Wall. “But Epstein seemed to 
find some kind of consolation in 
Diz, although Diz fucked him 
around knowingly.” 

And thus was gay life in 
Britain, even for the man who 
helped move his once bombed- 
out, burned-out country back 
into modernity and renewed pres¬ 
tige on the world stage. ▼

I cannot stop the 
jerking of my limbs, unclench my hand, or move my toes. There is 
no location on my left side and no sensation on my right. 

All I have is Larry. His eyes say, “Don’t die.” Dawn is the worst — 
with him asleep and the medical shifts changing, I stare back at the 
world, whimper, and cry. What’s the movie today? I fantasize get¬ 
ting to the window, breaking the glass, slitting my throat. 

Two boys down the hall — motorcycle crashes screwed cages 
into their skulls. No one’s told them they’ll never leave. The elegant 
woman across the way—flawless on top, but her legs are dead. An¬ 
other surgery gone wrong. My roommate lost toes to diabetes and 
had another stroke. His wife screams on the phone to come home. 

People worse off make me feel less sorry for myself, until some¬ 
one more mobile shows up. I’d rather be alone glaring at my 
swollen and skewed left side that is flaccid, sagging and lifeless. My 
movie in this room has the helmet kids not shrieking, the young 
men walking upright, the old ones not drooling, and me tapping 
my fingers. 

Six weeks in the hospital and two months in a wheelchair at 
home, then I navigate life on the outside. Alarmed expressions, sym¬ 
pathetic smiles, and open-mouthed pity: the more generous people 
are to me, the more I resent them. Few really care to know, most

ie Strand. Yes, yes, purists will 
complain that these aren’t cocks at 
all, simply dildos. But the dykes’ 
thrusting power and sheer brio as 
they ram their girlfriends into ec¬ 
stasy surely make them of at least 
passing interest to open-minded 
dicksters. These films get points 
also for using candy-colored sch- 
longs, adding a festive, fun air to 
the heavy breathing. 

Ironically, some of this year’s 
films cry out for prick imagery but 
fail to satisfy. Jochen Hick’s No 
One Sleeps, for example, has two 
key elements that would normally 
promise a proliferation of cock — 
a German director and numerous 
scenes in San Francisco’s sex clubs. 
But — no cock. Indeed, the film 
goes to irritating lengths to dis¬ 
guise our purple-headed pal, from 
blatant strategic blanket place¬ 
ment to inelegant pirouette-like 
moves by the film’s nude, hunky 
men as they jump in and out of 
each other’s arms. Perhaps the 
plot’s clumsy combination of 
AIDS theorizing, a gay serial killer, 
and opera confused the director’s 
priorities. 

Eagle-eyed queens may have 
luck penetrating the shadows that 
inevitably swath some of the fest’s 
penises. Gerardo Vera’s fine Span¬ 
ish feature Second Skin, for exam¬ 
ple, is as psychologically upfront 
as it is anatomically subtle, with 
the sexy Javier Bardem moving a 
tad too quickly for the normal-vi¬ 
sioned viewer to check out the 
goods. Some may recall that Bar¬ 
dem did reveal his substantial 
anatomy in 1992’s Jamon, Jamon. 
Alas, Second Skin doesn’t give us 
the chance to see if, like Bardem 
himself, his dick has gotten bigger 
and more alluring over the years. 

Even viewers with a spyglass 
won’t find any penises in films 
with hunks who, in a just world, 
would happily unzip. The star of 
Aisling Walsh’s Forgive and Forget 
has charms surpassing most porn 
stars. Ditto the gorgeous country 
boy from Liu Bingjian’s Men and 
Women, as well as the seductive 
Charles from Rodrique Jean’s Full 
Blast. But why carp? There’s al¬ 
ways next year. ▼

Fetishists will enjoy a scene in 
which the two unleash their sch- 
longs and giddily urinate into 
cups, a conceit far more likely to 
be seen in a film made 30 years 
ago than today. 

A minor spotting can be found 
in Robert Kennedy’s short Hi, I'm 
Steve, from the Fun in Boys’ Shorts 
program. The title character’s 
search nets him two baskets — 
one an authentic dick, the other a 
picnic basket carried by the same 
person strolling down the beach. 
Another naked beach queen can 
be found strutting briefly through 
Zachie Achmat’s fine documen¬ 
tary Apostles of Civilized Vice. This 
one is an authentic naked South 
African homosexual, seen in his¬ 
torical footage. 

Harder pleasures in this area 
can be found in Pansy Division’s 
music video Vicious Beauty in the 
Boys by the Bay program. Shot in 
MTV-verite style — though too 
hardcore for that wimpy cable 
channel — the video is the Pansies’ 
paean to a hunky high school 
basher who, shock of shocks, turns 
up in a queer porn film. Happily, 
this transition is shown in all its 
splendor, with hard-ons compet-

filmmakers’ $50 bills open not 
only the boys’ mouths, but in 
some cases their pants. 

The fest includes less jaded 
penises, too. In Phillippe Vallois’s 
1980 queer classic We Were One 
Man, set in World War II, the love 
affair between a goofy Frenchman 
and a German soldier gives many 
opportunities for innocent male 
nudity. The Frenchman takes a 
shower, does naked calisthenics, 
and cavorts au naturel through 
the French countryside in pursuit 
of his Aryan ideal, while the latter 
also has enough exposure to satis¬ 
fy discriminating dickophiles.

boys get a great chance to unload 
when Stuart, Vince, and Nathan’s 
mothers have a kitchen-table con¬ 
fab over their sons’ sexuality. 
Vince’s mom tries to make it easier 
on Stuart’s mom with the remark: 
“Try not to think about the ass 
thing, and you’ll be fine.” But then 
the women take it further with 
their own ribald reminiscences of 
heterosexual anal intercourse. 

The creators of the series say 
this installment is the absolute end 
of Queer As Folk, and the final res¬ 
olution supports this assertion. 
The lunacy ascends to its next log¬ 


ical level with some interesting 
computer graphics and a conclu¬ 
sion that is part fantasy, part 
metaphor. Any gay man who 
started life in a small town will un¬ 
derstand the ultimate choice of 
Stuart and Vince. Their optimism 
and determination speak volumes 
about all queer boys and girls who 
are determined to create a life on 
their own terms. In its portrayal of 
this phenomenon, Queer As Folk 
has guaranteed itself a permanent 
place of honor in the pantheon of 
queer cinema. ▼

IJJf issing the witch is a per- 
§|m ilous business,” says one of 
m m the witches in Emma 
Donoghue’s new play. It is also 
liberating. 

In her book Kissing the Witch, 
Irish-born lesbian writer 
Donoghue replays 13 fairy tales 
from the women’s point of view, 
creating an often bleak and un¬ 
forgiving landscape where marry¬ 
ing the prince doesn’t necessarily 
mean happily ever after. For the 
stage adaptation, debuting at the 
Magic Theatre, Donoghue has 
chosen five of those stories to 
carry her message that redemp¬ 
tion must start from within. 

And while her vocabulary re¬ 
mains true to ancient storytelling 
styles, and such buzz words as 
“empowerment” don’t emerge, 
the women in these stories all find 
power only by realizing that well- 
worn paths don’t necessarily lead 
to happiness. Sometimes, one 
must kiss the witch, or at least 
embrace what society may tell 
you is dangerous or foolish or 
wrong. 

In the world that Donoghue 
evocatively invokes, the only 
power the witches possess has 
been given to them by the needy, 
the fearful, and the guilt-plagued. 
“A witch is a woman who has 
stumbled on a bit of power,” says

Feedback on ‘Edward’ 

Not unexpectedly, Edward II at 
ACT provoked a large, vocal, and 
varied audience response to the 
tres-gay production rife with sex, 
nudity, and violence. There was love 
and hate for the show, and it crossed 
the lines of sexual orientation. 

Some of those who com¬ 
plained loudest about director 
Mark Lamos’ aggressively queer 
production were gay men. “They 
were the people who felt it was 
much too focused on promiscuity, 
and that issues of promiscuity 
have dogged the gay community,” 
ACT artistic director Carey Perloff 
said. “They felt it was perpetuat¬ 
ing stereotypes.” 

But Perloff, who has spent a lot 
of time on the phone with audi¬ 
ence members because of Edward 
II, also heard from happy gay the¬ 
atergoers. “I got a phone call yes¬ 
terday form a man who said, ‘I’m 


one of the eponymous characters. 
They are often sought out by a 
woman who may want to quick¬ 
en a man’s blood or bring back 
her own, though these sage witch¬ 
es offer unheeded counsel before 
granting wishes that will lead the 
petitioners to the same realiza¬ 
tions. 

The five interrelated tales that 
make up Kissing the Witch are 
based on stories popularized by 
the Brothers Grimm, but with 
one exception, the original ele¬ 
ments have been changed so that 
magical transformations of a lit¬ 
tle mermaid, for example, become 
the metaphor for a poor woman 
seeking the attention of a rich 
merchant. Only in one case, the 
opening tale based on “Beauty 
and the Beast,” is the source ma¬ 
terial clearly obvious, yet this is 
one of the two instances where 
lesbian love provides salvation for 
both the beauties and the beasts. 

Stylishly written, Donoghue’s 
stories have been brought to edgy, 
atmospheric life in director Kent 
Nicholson’s mostly somber pro¬ 
duction. Emily Ackerman, Cam- 
bron Williamson, and Margaret 
Schenck play the witches as well 
as the women whose lives they 
touch. They all bring strong and 
distinct personalities to their 
roles. Mark Phillips plays all the 
men, who aren’t so much evil as 
they are obstacles on the road to 
self-fulfillment. 


60something, I’m a vet, I’m a gay 
man with four children, and see¬ 
ing my world represented on the 
stage of a mainstream theater 
meant more to me than anything 
I’ve ever seen in San Francisco.’” 

While Edward II both gained 
and lost audiences because of its 
gay agenda, attendance was an av¬ 
erage 85 percent of capacity, not as 
good as Threepenny Opera and In¬ 
vention of Love this season, but 
better than Wrong Mountain and 
House of Mirth. 

Despite the theater’s efforts to 
alert audiences to the nature of the 
production, there were higher 
numbers of walkouts than usual. 
Perloff agreed that male homosex¬ 
uality remains a hot-button issue, 
even in San Francisco. “Yeah, for 
some reason it’s really surprising 
that that is still a big issue,” she said. 
“But does that mean we’re not 
going to do gay-themed work? No.” 

But the coming season, which 
still has one slot to be filled, does¬ 
n’t appear to have any gay-themed 
productions. “You never know,” 
Perloff said. “Stay tuned.” T

H e likens himself to Ed Sullivan, 
and in many respects he em¬ 
bodies that great showman’s gift 
for showcasing talent, but “Viva Vari¬ 
ety’’ creator and host Steve Murray 
is all San Francisco, and all queer. With 
a vibrant stage personality that easily 
garners audience rapport, Murray is 
also one of this city’s most indefatiga¬ 
ble promoters, pushing his product — 
an old fashioned talent/variety show 
modeled on the Ed Sullivan format — 
with the fervor of an evangelist: 

“In 1999,1 began the ‘Viva Variety’ 
series with a threefold mission: to 
highlight, support, and encourage gay 
art in all the performance forms, to 
entertain and document the shows, 
and to contribute to the community.” 

And what a contribution it has 
been — with this, his ninth show in 
the series, Murray can justly take pride 
in having aimed the spotlight on the 
likes of cabaret artists Matthew Sim¬ 
mons (aka Peggy L’Eggs), Matthew 
Martin, comedian Karen Ripley, 
actor Brian Yates, country music 
artists J Byrd Hosch and the Kuntry 
K's, the theatrical comedy troupe 
Latin Hustle, and singer/songwriter 
Laura Chandler, among too many 
other local stars to count. 

With “Viva Variety IX” coming up 
on Tuesday, June 20 at Theatre Rhinoc¬ 
eros, Murray is continuing his crusade

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Sex with gargoyles

O ver the years, I’ve developed 
a real prejudice against art 
porn. Now, I don’t mean 
porn that’s made with artistry. It’s 
when pornographers are trying to 
be artsy that I get antsy. Even 
worse is when they think they’re 
being deep. Fearing the worst dose . 
of philosophical musing and 
artsy-fartsy excess, I let Hot 
House’s much-ballyhooed Descent 
sit on my shelf for the longest time 
before I watched it. And although 
the video’s opening sequence 
nearly scared me off, I was ulti¬ 
mately glad I stuck around. 

The narrative portions of De¬ 
scent are ponderous, grim. Hoary. 
Monks chant, bells chime, gar¬ 
goyles leer. In the opening, a man 
flees in terror through desolate 
back alleys and crawls into a 
dumpster to die, as a narrator 
portentously intones about 
the terror and madness that 
chase the man, and the 
limbo in which he is 
trapped. In whatever 
purgatory it is (and 
which the narrator suc¬ 
cessively names as the 
cathedral, 
the future, 
the wreck¬ 
age of what 
was human civilization, and the 
ruins of the man’s mind), the man 
witnesses and experiences several 
scenes of hedonism that are 
meant to purge him of his neuro¬ 
sis as they entertain us. 

Despite some really sexy stuff 
going on, however, the events only 
seem to exacerbate the man’s cri¬ 
sis. He digs his own grave, throws 
himself in, and is being buried 
alive when a breakthrough occurs. 
His confines fly away, and he finds 



himself suddenly free in nature — 
the forest primeval, to be exact — 
where he’s able to embrace a lov¬ 
ing man. 

If what Descent has on its 
mind is the age-old 
message that we 
shouldn’t repress our 
primal urges, it’s ob- 
, tuse, heavy-handed, 
and particularly 
misleading in the 
choice of its star, for there 
is fa¬ 
mously 
nothing 
about 

Aiden Shaw that’s repressed. The 
video is, however, notably success¬ 
ful in two key areas. For one, di¬ 
rector Steven Scarborough has 
elicited striking lighting and 
videography from his collabora¬ 
tors; the scenes in the expansively 
designed limbo cathedral are also 
luminescent and warm, with a 
presence and neon clarity that is 
as novel in porn as it is memo¬ 
rable. A technical achievement 
award, please. 


Grand slam 

Of greater concern, perhaps, is 
what you’ve tuned in for: the sex. 
Yes, a lot of it is truncated, abrupt¬ 
ly edited to fulfill the tortured dic¬ 
tates of the scenario. But several 
set pieces are allowed to unfold in 
full, and are blessed with per¬ 
formers who more than live up to 
their star reputations. In particu¬ 
lar, there is a sensational sequence 
with a buffed Todd Gibbs and the 
fierce Zak Anders. What a wow of 
a fuck this is, with hair-raising 
shots of Anders’ stiff cock slam¬ 
ming from side to side as he 
bounces with fury astride Gibbs. 

This scene is seconded by the 
ferocity of Marcus Iron with 
Aiden Shaw, in which the harsh 
lighting and grainy film process¬ 
ing match the performers’ gritty 
passion. Oooh, this is torrid. Iron 
is later joined by Blake Harper and 
Jason Branch. This couple’s hero¬ 
ic fucking technique is un¬ 
matched, and their threeway with 
Iron is potent. It’s capped by an 
orgasm from Harper that is resist¬ 
ed for so long, and then so pro¬ 
longed in the actual event, that it’s 
distressful for me to recall while 
keeping my fingers on the key¬ 
board. 

And then there are three suc¬ 
cessive duos, featuring among 
them the deluxe Damian Ford, 
lean and mean Rick Allen, and 
most especially the magnificently 
built and butch Mark Mason. 
What with salaciously sloppy 
cocksucking and some unforgiv¬ 
ing fucking, it’s a shame that these 
three couplings are delivered in a 
mere 17 minutes, as each one de¬ 
serves more time. 

Sq go on, call Descent art porn 
as it grasps for meaning. And then 
yelp when it grabs you by the 
balls. ▼

We 
ate our meals outside at sidewalk 
cafes (when will our own suppos¬ 
edly sophisticated city end its idi¬ 
otic ban on serving alcoholic bev¬ 
erages outside?) Everywhere we 
looked: hunky beefstud on the 
hoof. On the beach, in the surf. 
We’d have happily spent our vaca¬ 
tion grooming them all of sea lice. 

OT tried to pull an Elian Gon¬ 
zalez, by swimming far out beyond 
the manmade sandbar, thrashing 
about and pretending to be ship¬ 
wrecked. But no media-sawy fish¬ 
erman appeared to rescue us, not 
even our fave lifeguard, Paolo. 

As if we were not overstimulat¬ 
ed enough, the Bungalow Bar, the 
cabana in the back of Twist, fea¬ 
tured such prime entertainment 
as dancers Rafael from Venezuela 
and Car|os from Buenos Aires, 
up-close and personal. If you 
don’t already know the old saw, 
SoBeans will be glad to remind 
you: “The farther south you go, 
the better it is.”

There are no 
happy endings for the movie 
today: no transformations, no 
miracles to celebrate, and no hero¬ 
ic deeds. There’s just Larry and 
me, holding on to one other, slow¬ 
ly making our way in the world, 
careening side by side. ▼

Downwardly mobile 

Star of stage and screen Rita

But she was quite a trooper 
onboard, leading a queer snorkel- 
ing party into the bay at Grand 
Cayman Island, after island offi¬ 
cials attempted to deny boarding 
rights when they discovered the 
boat was full of queers. 

Disembarking was delayed two 
hours as the captain tried to avoid 
a major international incident — 
similar to the one that occurred 
last year when the same homo- 


phobic island successfully denied 
boarding privileges to another gay 
cruise ship. 

Miss Moreno, however, did not 
endear herself to the other “head¬ 
liner” on the cruise, ventriloquist 
Wayland Flowers. The late Flow¬ 
ers was in quite a snit about 
Moreno when he and Julian sat 
down for a tete-a-tete. Evidently, 
Moreno was supposed to get off 
the ship and fly home just before 
Flowers and his puppet Madame 
boarded. However, the Oscar-, 
Tony-, Emmy-, and Grammy- 
winning actress was allegedly hav¬ 
ing such a good time, she not only 
declined to go home as scheduled, 
but refused to vacate her cabin — 
the one Flowers was promised. 
This forced Flowers into what he 
felt were inferior accommoda¬ 
tions, and caused him to rant and 
rave about Moreno’s high-handed 
and dismissive treatment of the 
comedian and his dummy.

tached. 

Music queens of another stripe 
will have mixed reactions to David 
Jeffcock’s panoramic history 
Stagestruck: Gay Theater in the 
20th Century (6/24). The film ef¬ 
fectively covers all the bases, from 
Oscar Wilde to Noel Coward to 
Martin Sherman, moving grace¬ 
fully from biographical sketches to 
societal changes to scenes from the 
plays. But the latter are sometimes 
more jarring than helpful, as when 
we see the same actor playing both 
hyperbutch Stanley Kowalski and 
Michael, the tormented power-fag 
from The Boys and the Band. 

Sex workers are less of a pres¬ 
ence in this year’s fest than in some 
previous years. Still, there’s Fenton 
Bailey and Randy Barbato’s 
breathlessly awaited 101 Rent Boys 
(6/16), the name perhaps a witty 
echo of those Taschen books with 
titles like 1,000 Nudes. The film¬ 
makers use the conceit of handing 
each of the subjects a $50 bill, and 
the range of their reactions to it — 
some grabbing it pronto, some 
studying it suspiciously — hints at 
a variety of mindsets that go with 
their marketable flesh. With so 
many rent boys on display, it’s hard 
to get to know particular ones, and 
a few themes run through many of 
these lives: molestation as children, 
broken homes, drug addiction, 
homelessness, betrayal by friends, 


objectification, and a pervasive 
feeling of hopelessness. Some of 
the boys surprise us with an up¬ 
beat, positive vibe, but others are 
as bitter as Roberto, who, only 19, 
says with chilly calm, “I hate all my 
tricks.” 

The same directors, ironically, 
are responsible for a very different 
doc also in the fest: The Eyes of 
Tammy Faye (6/17). Some may 
wonder why the film is even in¬ 
cluded, given that Miss Tammy 
was a major architect — the direc¬ 
tors call her the “Muse” — of 
right-wing homophobic televan- 
gelism. But Faye and ex-hubby Jim 
Bakker, as seen in the film, can be 
viewed as deviants in their own 
world, old-style hucksters full of 
personality and low-down kitsch- 
iness and, surprise, acceptance of 
homosexuality, all of which dis¬ 
tinguish them from corporate-re¬ 
ligious trash like Falwell and Pat 
Robertson. Faye’s credentials as 
fag hag and female drag queen ap¬ 
pear solid indeed, and one of the 
pleasures of this fun valentine to 
her is the revelation that there’s an 
authentic and rather charming 
human being behind those buck¬ 
ets of mascara and rivers of tears. 
She was the first (and perhaps the 
only) major televangelist to 
heartily embrace both gay people 
and AIDS patients, so the least we 
can do is to return the embrace. T
